Vuillemin tops Paris Supercross

While wet and blustery weather conditions turned the track 
slippery and treacherous, and no doubt kept many French fans 
at home, the event at the impressive Stadt de France complex 
saw the Tri-Colour flying high, as Vuillemin and Pichon laid 
waste to the opposition in convincing fashion, with Yamaha- 
mounted Jeff Emig picking up the crumbs to finish a distant 
third in the 20-lap main event. 

From the outset, French stars Vuillemin and Pichon made 
their intentions clear in the Action Group International-promot- 
ed event, which arguably saw as much entertainment off the 
track as on, with dancing girls, rock bands and a huge fireworks 
display all adding to the pomp and pageantry. 

Yamaha-mounted Vuillemin, who will race full time in the 
U.S.A. next year for the Yamaha Motor Corporation factory 
team, came out and annihilated the field in the opening heat 
race, winning by a massive 26 seconds over American superstar 
Jeremy McGrath on the Chaparral Yamaha and fellow French- 
man and former World Motocross champ Sebastian Tortelli, 
also on a Honda. : 

Aboard his Winfield Suzuki, Pichon did likewise in heat two, 
charging to a seemingly effortless win over European-based 
American Ryan Hughes on the Pamo Honda and local rider 
Nicolas Charlier, Kawasaki.

Speaking of Albertyn, the new champ 
will be sporting a new look for 2000. 
Albertyn signed a new apparel deal 
with Thor, ending his two-year relation- 
ship with MSR. The new champ will ful- 
fill his commitment with MSR through 
1999, 


In the Grand Prix motocross scene, 
Ryan Hughes got the chance to ride a 
factory Honda. "I rode a factory Honda 
for the first time last week," Hughes 


said. "It is amazing the difference from 
that bike and my bike for this year. I am 
going into the 2000 season with one 
thing in mind and that is to win the 
World 250cc Motocross Championship. 
It was only (Frederic) Bolley's bike from 
this year, so I have not even ridden the 
bikes for next year yet. I will go to Japan 
in a few weeks and do some testing on 
the new bikes." 


Mike LaRocco turned up for the open- 
ing round of the FIM World Supercross 
Series in Paris, France, October 2, but did 
not ride. As it turned out, LaRocco's 
gearbag was lost in transit, and he 
would not race without his tailor-made 
knee braces. Also in Paris, Steve Lamson 
rode a Honda to a fourth-place finish. 


After finishing third at the Paris Super- 
cross, Yamaha-mounted Jeff Emig is 
considering racing a full season in 
Europe next year. Emig is scheduled to 
test works Yamahas from the Magic Bike 
team in Italy this week. This year's Magic 
Bike Yamaha team was made up of 
Mickael Maschio and Alex Belometti. “I 
have had contact with Yamaha Europe 
and they are very interested,” Emig said 
of a possible deal that would have him 
racing in Europe in the World Champi- 
onship 250cc MX Series. "I am still not 
sure what is happening, although Europe 
is looking a likely deal." Emig has always 
raced well in Europe, and has a large fan 
following there.

Toby Jorgensen, 
1982-1999 


МА Grand National dirt track racer Toby Jor- 
gensen, 17, of Stockton, California, died in a Dal- 


las hospital on Friday, October 1. 


Jorgensen succumbed to the injuries received in a 
crash during the main event at the Dallas Half Mile in 
Dallas, Texas, on September 11. Jorgensen crashed 
through the guardrail that lines the back straightaway 
on lap 10 of the main event, and was rushed to Park- 
land Memorial Hospital in Dallas, where he remained 








in critical condition with numerous extensive internal 
injuries. Jorgensen underwent a series of life-saving surgeries, although the Parkland 
doctors only gave him the slimmest chances of survival. Jorgensen finally lost his fight 


for life at approximately 10 p.m. on Friday.

He earned his Grand National certification in 1999 and was immediate- 
ly successful, his crowning achievement coming this August when he finished second 
to longtime idol Chris Carr at the Peoria TT. Jorgensen was offered a ride with the Sad- 
dlemen Racing/Lancaster Harley-Davidson/Dodge Brothers racing team of Johnny 
and Sarah Goad, and he made his debut at the Springfield Mile on Labor Day Week-: 
end. The Dallas race marked the first time that he had qualified for а 750cc Grand

In answer to your question: Can Dirt 
Track racing afford a fan-financed 
$100,000 race? - I would like to share a 
few observations. First, accolades to 
Dave Despain, his dedicated staff and 
all of the enthusiasts who have con- 
tributed to this very special race. 
Whether you agree with the race or not, 
it was conceived, executed and support- 
ed entirely by people who have a great 
passion for dirt track racing. Second, it 
is my belief that in the post “Camel Pro 
dollars era” the sport has been almost 
entirely supported by dedicated fans at 
all levels. It would take tremendously 
creative accounting to justify the cost to 
field a GNC team to any potential spon- 
sor. My own personal belief is that the 
Harley-Davidson factory does not sell 
enough motorcycles as a direct result of 
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Scotty Parker (or because 95 percent of 
all GNC riders are on Harleys), or any- 
one else who wins, to cost-justify their 
team on the GNC. I feel the same is true 
about our great dealer teams like Cum- 
mings, Bartels, Coziahr, Moroneys, F&S, 
H-D of Missiouri, Mitchells, Sacramen- 
to, Las Vegas H-D, and so many others. 
The Saddleman, Corbin and Motion Pro 
companies sponsor teams, races and rid- 
ers because they love it - not because it 
makes economic sense. Individuals like 
Jack Sizemore, Steve Gardner, Tony 
Dodge and many, many others are 
ultra- fans. Tuners like Skip Eaken, Sam 
Westly, Rick Canode and Kenny Tolbert 
could make significantly more money, if 
not have a more sane lifestyle, by fabri- 
cating and building engines at home. 
But they choose, as we all do, to finan- 
cially support this sport we love. 

Five years ago I sent a four-page letter 
to Ed Youngblood at the AMA. In it I out- 
lined what I felt were the existing prob- 
lems and solutions which I truly believed 
would move dirt track to the next level. 
One of the problems was, and is, a lack of 
television coverage that is adequate 
enough to attract not only a full-series 
sponsor, but associate sponsors as well. 

I suggested the AMA implement a 
plan to identify 2000 AMA members 
(individual and corporate) to contribute 
$1000 each. The $2 million raised would 
go to the following: 1. Purchase а three- 
year GNC television schedule with a 
major network (I had a deal with CBS 
established); 2. Create a tremendously 
content-rich (significant rider profiles, 
established rivalries, personal interest 
segments - not just four cameras, two 
announcers and racing) televised race 
series; 3. Create a rider point fund; 4. 
Create a mechanism to develop an 
understanding of the demographics and 
psychographics of our core audience; 5. 
Establish a goal of creating a TV audi- 
ence-share rating which would guaran- 
tee our future ability to develop and 
attract Fortune 500 sponsors to our 
series and race teams. 

It was an outrageously ambitious 
goal, I must admit, but before you dis- 
miss this concept, think of all the people 
_ who are spending money in dirt track 
` racing today. Think of all the people 
who have been seeking a solution to 
take our sport to the next level. Then 
consider how quickly the money for the 
“Hall of Fame" race has been raised. 
Could $2 million be raised? I wouldn't 
have made the suggestion had I not 
thought it would have been possible.

n Friday afternoon, Kenny 
Roberts Jr. was on top of the 
world, his championship hopes 
| boosted by rival Alex Criville's fall, and 
ensuing injury, and his own provisional 
pole position. By Sunday afternoon, it 
had all gone wrong. 

Riding comfortably to a certain 
fourth victory of the season - with a 
growing six-second lead in hand - 
Roberts and his Suzuki were forced to 
slow when he lost a significant chunk of 
the left side of his rear Michelin tire less 
than five laps from the end of the Aus- 
tralian Grand Prix. The Phillip Island 
circuit, which had been resurfaced over 
the winter and was giving up lap 
records at every turn, and which has a 
long looping left-hand turn leading onto 
the front straight, had caused the rear 
tire problems for several riders, with 
Roberts' being the last. 

When it ended, he was 10th and Rep- 
sol Honda's Criville, riding with a bro- 
ken bone in his left wrist as a result of 
his Friday crash, was fifth. Meanwhile, 
Criville’s Repsol Honda teammate 
Tadayuki Okada had won his third race 
of the year with a thrilling last-lap pass 
of Marlboro Yamaha's Max Biaggi 
before a crowd of 44,500. 

Third, continuing his late-season 
surge, was Red Bull Yamaha WCM's 
Regis Laconi, who only days earlier had 
resigned with the team for 2000. 

"For today's race, we think some 
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riders chose the wrong tires - they went 
with tires that offer better grip and feel, 
even though they were unlikely to last 
race distance," Michelin GP manager 
Jacque Morelli said. “The race winner 
chose a tire that could go the distance." 

When all was said and done, Criville 
had expanded his points lead to 41 
points, 230-189, over Okada, with 
Roberts back to third at 179. 

“I still can't believe this result,” 
enthused Criville, and he wasn't the 
only one. ^I think that was one of the 
best races of my career." 

Marlboro Yamaha's Carlos Checa 
managed to stay upright through an 
eventful first two corners and finished 
fourth, barely in front of Criville, with 
Repsol Honda's Sete Gibernau at the 
back of the threesome in sixth after blis- 
tering a tire.

Team Suzuki's Nobuatsu Aoki was 
eighth with rear brake problems from 
the outset, two-tenths in front of 
Kanemoto Nettaxi Honda's John Kocin- 
ski, with Roberts 10th. 

Aprilia's Valentino Rossi may not 
have committed to anyone for next year, 
but this year he's committed to winning 
the 250cc World Championship, and he 
continued on the inexorable march with 
a narrow victory at the front of a 
swarming quartet in Australia. 

Rossi was out early in a pack of four 
and mostly controlled the pace, drop- 
ping back past midrace to save his tires 
before making a definitive push at the 
end. 

He retook the lead on the 20th of 25 
laps, losing it for one lap, before taking 
the spot for good and speeding to the 
line .103 of a second in front of Chester- 
field Yamaha Tech 3's Olivier Jacque. 
The power of Rossi's Aprilia was simply 
too much for Jacque's Yamaha to over- 
come. 

“I close the door, I make a good lap 
time and I win,” Rossi said. 

The struggle was very, very hard,” 
Jacque said. “As Rossi had said, he has 
good top-speed and I couldn’t take the 
lead in the race because I knew I 
couldn’t keep it at the end of the 
straight.” 

Third in the four-rider pack was Shell 
Advance’s Tohru Ukawa, with Jacque’s 
teammate Shinya Nakano a close fourth. 
Rossi to Nakano was covered by .796 of 
a second. 

Rossi continues to extend his cham- 
pionship lead. With three races to go, 
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Road Race 4: 





the Italian leads Ukawa by 35 points, 
243-208. Elf Axo Honda Gresini’s Loris 
Capirossi, sixth today behind Ralf Wald- 
mann, is third with 182 points. 

The 125cc World Championship 
tightened up when championship leader 
Emilio Alzamora of the Via Digital 
Team was taken out of the race by Givi 
Honda LCR’s Noboru Ueda on the 18th 
of 23 laps. Alzamora remounted and 
took 15th, good for one point, and leads 
Benetton Playlife’s Masao Azuma by 13 
points, 10 less than he had when he 
arrived in Australia. 

Azuma’s teammate Marco Melandri 
led two laps, the second and the last, 
and he won by .035 of a second, swerv- 
ing down the front straight to frustrate 
the charge of Givi Honda LCR’s Lucio 
Cecchinello, the Italian who'd led a 
swarming pack for 17 of the 23 laps. 

Third place went to Festina 55 
Youichi Ui, who gave the Spanish com- 
pany their first points in over eight 
years and first podium since Jorge Mar- 
tinez won the French Grand Prix in July 
of 1989. Ui was .134 of a second behind 
Cecchinello. 

Melandri thrust himself right back in 
the title hunt with the win, his fourth of 
the year, and now lies 26 points behind 
Alzamora, despite four DNFs this year. 

“When I see Ueda and Alzamora 
crash today, I say I must win, because 1 
can win the World Championship,” 
Melandri said. 


250cc GRAND PRIX 


Jeremy McWilliams busted out from his 
pole position to lead the first lap and lit- 
tle more. His race came to a very prema- 
ture end when he lost the front end on 
the second lap, which is when the race 
began in earnest. 

Four riders broke out early, and they 
would dominate to the end. 

First among them was Rossi, who 
took the lead from Jacque on the fifth of 
25 laps, with Ukawa a close third ahead 
of Jacque’s teammate Shinya Nakano. 

Capirossi found a home for himself 








in fifth, off the pace, but out of danger, 
and Aprilia Germany’s Waldmann set- 
tled in behind him on the eighth lap. 

The order behind Rossi was fluid, but 
his grip on the lead was constant, 
though tenuous. Crossing the line he 
rarely had more than a 10th of a second 
lead. 

On the 11th he had nearly half a sec- 
ond, but Jacque reeled him back in and 
was within .102 of a second at the end of 
the lap, with Nakano and Ukawa seem- 
ingly resigned to the back of the four- 
some. 

Jacque took the lead on the 16th lap, 
with Rossi second in front of Ukawa 
and Nakano. With the Frenchman out 
front, the pace was slightly slower and 
the pack tightened up, and Ukawa and 
Nakano suddenly were back in it. 

So suddenly that Ukawa took the 
lead on the next lap with Jacque second 
and Rossi third. Lap times dropped into 
the 1:35 range for the leaders, and it 
looked like Rossi might be saving his 
tires. ; 

With eight laps to go, first to fourth 
was covered by .233 of a second. 

Rossi blew by the top two leaders 
going down the front straight to start 
the 19th lap, his lap-time in the 1:34s.

Ukawa was second, Jacque third, and 
Nakano fourth. 

There wasn’t much in it when the lap 
ended, but Rossi was able to hold onto 
the lead and dropped the lap times 
again, this time into the high 1:33s. The 
others kept up, but couldn’t attack, and 
Nakano was far enough off the pack to 
realize he’d be fourth, unless there was 
some drama ahead. 

Ukawa crossed the line .005 of a sec- 
ond in front on lap 21, with Rossi taking 
it back in turn one and holding it when 
the lap ended. Jacque, meanwhile, draft- 
ed by Ukawa to take over second going 
into the first turn with less than three 
laps to go. 

“When I saw that the others were 
stuck behind, I decided to do three or 
four laps behind them to see how they 
were going,” Rossi said. “When I got 
back out in front, I pushed as hard as I 
could.” 

At the end of the 23rd lap it was 
Jacque in second, with Ukawa drafting 
by into turn one, then losing the spot 











toward the end of the lap. When the 
white flag flew, it was Rossi-Ukawa- 
Jacque-Nakano, with .058 of a second 
covering first to third. 

Rossi looked back in turn two and 
saw Jacque there with Ukawa just 
behind. Nakano made up some ground 
and when they exited the final corner 
Jacque was on his rear tire, but didn’t 
have the motor to draft by. Rossi won 
by two bikelengths and Ukawa got back 
by Nakano on the run to the flag. ` 

"It was a very close race today and I 
am upset at a small mistake which could 
have been the difference between first 
and third," Ukawa said. "I ran a bit too 
wide at the fast corner at the end of the 
pit straight and Jacque got through with 
better braking. I could have caught 
Rossi, I think." 

Waldmann had passed Capirossi on 
the 19th lap and held on to beat him to 
the line by .036 of a second. 

Then came Fila Watches Honda's Ste- 
fano Perugini and FGF Battaini Racing's 
Franco Battaini. 


500cc GRAND PRIX 


A sunny weekend throughout turned 
overcast late on Sunday afternoon as the 
500s were gridding, but the wind was 
calm and there was no chance of rain. It 
would be a dry race. 

‘Alex Barros got the holeshot with 
Norick Abe second and Roberts third. 
Roberts would be in front of both of 
them before the end of the lap. 

Roberts had a scare at the end of the 
second lap when he ran wide onto the 
front straight, up onto the ridged, paint- 
ed curbing, and got into a vicious tank- 
slapper. 

"I got in and got on the gas too 
early," Roberts said. "If I backed off, I 
would've been passed." 

Somehow, he managed to save it, but 
it cost him the lead later down the 
straight, and he dropped back behind 
Barros and Abe before picking Abe off, 
then getting Barros in the final corner at 
the end of the second lap. 


Roberts quick, 
Criville hurt 


the last lap of Friday afternoon's qualifying session when 

Repsol Honda's Alex Criville, the rider with the 46-point 
lead, highsided in Doohan Corner, the newly christened first 
turn. The damage was a break in a small bone in the left wrist 
and the end of his chances to be competitive, let alone win the 
race. 

“I've been unhappy with the way the bike was working 
since this morning," the Spaniard said after the crash, his fourth 
of the year and third of the last two races. "We changed some 
things for the afternoon session, but we still haven't found the 
right solution as far as setup goes. We've been working to 
improve the bike until the last moment and this was when I lost 
control over the bike and I crashed. My left hand hurts from the 
crash but I should be okay, and I hope to be able to ride on Sun- 
day despite the pain and the fracture." 

After qualifying 12th, 1.4 seconds off pole at the end of the 
third row, Criville said: “Му aim in this race is to score as many 
points as possible. | simply cannot let this chance at getting the 
title slip by. I must give 100 percent, whatever the situation, no 
matter how bad the pain is. I didn't sleep very well last night, 
because of the pain, but also becausad was so annoyed with 
myself for crashing. But there are four races left so the situation 
is not desperate.” 

Two rows in front of Criville was Team Suzuki's Kenny 
Roberts Jr., who led an eclectic front row at some distance and 
did it without having to improve on his Friday fast lap. 

"I didn't improve my time because it was windier, and more 
gusty, and | didn’t need to take the chance,” the 26-year-old 
American said after his third pole of the year. “As long as I 
stayed on the front row, that’s okay.” 

Even before Criville’s crash, Roberts had been relentless, 
attacking the track at every turn and consistently clocking the 
fastest times, According to Repsol Honda’s Mick Doohan, there 
are two places on the 2.76-mile-long Phillip Island circuit that 


Т: Australian Grand Prix was decided to а large extent on 


you have to get right to master the track. Roberts sought out 
Doohan's advice and put it to good use in qualifying. 

"It's not something that Mick says ‘Do this,’ and you go out 
there and do it. Well, I did," Roberts said. "It was just areas of 
feeling that | was receiving from the input of the bike. And he 
said he had the same type of feeling and what he tried to do is 
approach it from this angle. 

"]t's nice to talk to Mick because I think he's got a similar 
riding style and we speak the same language, so it's very easy 
for us to speak on that type of stuff. He is five-time World 
Champion," Roberts added. | 

Roberts said the team had gone faster during off-season test- 
ing, but that the bike worked differently. 

“We had also found some things that were wrong with the 


bike that we were trying to find since we hit the European 


rounds, just the way the bike transfers weight," Roberts said. 
"It's like myself and the bike get out of sync and halfway 
through the race it starts transferring weight differently, and it's 
hard to ride a bike that does that, changes unexpectedly on you. 
We did find something that points to that. We changed it for 
here. As I say, it's kind of camouflaged now because the bike 
has worked so well here." 

His best came on Friday, a 1:32.319, a time he couldn't 


" improve in gusty conditions on Saturday. The mark was a new 


pole record by nearly a second, but still didn't match the quali- 
fying record of 1:32.193 set by Troy Corser in this year's World 
Superbike event. 

Even so, it was enough to take his third of the year, this one 
handily, by .761 of a second, giving him confidence for the race. 

”I think we did. need the mindset of trying to win this race, 
win the next race, and take them down to obviously the next 
two, hoping that Alex (Criville) had some bad luck," Roberts 
said. "It seems like that's happened. But again he went pretty 
good today considering his injuries; we know he's a tough 
rider and that he's going to be racing for.a finish tomorrow. 
Sometimes when you race for a finish, other things happen 
and you let the pain get to you and you maybe make a mis- 
take you wouldn't have without pain. So we're just going to 
have to try to do our job, which is come here and win the 
race." 

The rest of the front row consisted of Testuya Harada, on the 
Aprilia V-twin, Red Bull Yamaha WCM's Regis Laconi, and 
Brazilian Alex Barros on the first Honda, the MoviStar Honda 


Pons entry, all clumped together, with riders two through 16 
covered by one second. 

Harada said the twin worked well at Phillip Island because 
he could carry more corner speed through the fast corners and 
didn't lift the front end on acceleration. But he also said his time 
was something of a mirage. He tried to make a draft pass on 
Criville, but could only pull beside him. 

Fresh off his win at Valencia, Laconi was a confident third. 
The difference, there, as here, was a change he made in the 
direction of the setup. 

^l am on the front row, which is superb for me, and the 
YZR500 feels perfect, I can do exactly what I like with it, and it 
gives me so much confidence," the Frenchman said. 

Barros was fourth after making radical changes to the 
MoviStar Honda in the second half of the session, after over 3 
1/2 hours of practice. 

"Yesterday and this morning I tried to do many things and 
nothing worked," the Brazilian said. "The last 25 minutes we 
change everything and it started to work better." 

Marlboro Yamaha's Max Biaggi was fifth in front of heavy 
crasher Sete Gibernau on the Repsol Honda, with Tadayuki 
Okada next on another Repsol bike, then Norick Abe on the 
Antena 3 Yamaha D'Antin bike. | | 

Biaggi felt he'd wasted the session after the team made a 
mistake in suspension settings. He might have been on the front 
row, but there was traffic on his hot laps. 

After a traumatic highside on Friday, Gibernau felt Saturday 
“went so much better than yesterday. I’m obviously happy to 
have improved my time by a second, but also because I was able 
to run consistent 1:33 laps. Consistency is the key to doing well 
in the race. Physically, I feel a lot better now and that is also a 
great help. I’m nearly back to 100-percent fitness." 

Teammate Okada said he was testing tires to sort through 
another problem. He'd settled on the 16.5-inch tire, one which 
Barros tested and Roberts rejected. 

“It gives better turn-in on this track,” Gibernau said of the 
tire. "I'm still lacking traction. out of the turns, but we'll try our 
best to improve and run a good race." 

Abe had been on the provisional front row overnight, but 
said he never got up to speed on Saturday. 

"The bike is no different from yesterday, and although we 
need to make a few adjustments to the front suspensions, there 
is nothing major to change," Abe said. ' 










The front pack was strung out with 
Okada in fourth, Biaggi fifth, Gibernau 
sixth, and championship leader Criville 
seventh. 

Once he regained his composure, 
Roberts dropped the hammer, knocking 
his lap time from the 34s to the 32s and 
taking nearly a second lead at the end of 
four laps as he started to clear out. 

Meanwhile, Biaggi moved up with 
the trio just behind, crossing the line in 
fourth, but taking second by turn one 
and setting out for Roberts. 

There was work to be done with 
Roberts holding 1.486 at the end of the 
fifth lap, though his fast lap remained 
the fourth. 

Biaggi took two-tenths out of the lead 
on the next lap with Roberts tightening 
his exit from the final corner to stay off 
the curbing, and Biaggi using all the 
track and getting a better drive down 
the front straight. The Italian separated 
himself from the pursuing pack of five 
which Abe and Barros led, then Abe 
came back at him and the two Yamahas 
sped away. 

Roberts turned it up again, lowering 
the lap time and taking his biggest lead, 
nearly two seconds at the end of the 
eighth of 27 laps. The seventh would be 
his fastest lap of the race, a new unoffi- 
cial lap record of 1:32.743. 

Abe, meanwhile, moved to second by 
passing Biaggi in turn three on lap nine. 

At the end of 10 laps, Roberts' lead 
had grown to 2.530 seconds, but posi- 
tions two through eight were covered 
by 4.5 seconds - with constant swapping 
amongst those positions. Biaggi and 
Abe were at the front of the group,

Ending lap 13, Laconi made a sweep- 
ing move around Abe at the head of the 
straight, the Japanese rider slowing and 
looking down at what would be diag- 
nosed as a broken exhaust. He was out. 

Halfway in and Roberts had 4.021 
seconds in hand, Biaggi was second, 
with Laconi a close third, and Okada 
right in the mix. Okada took over third 
on the 14th, the trio at one another in 
every corner and moving away from the 
next pack contesting fifth. 

Barros was out with the first of his 
two chunked tires on the next lap and 
the attrition was helping the injured 
Criville. He was now up to fifth, and 
holding off Gibernau - four seconds 
behind the second-place bunch. 

Barros and his teammate Juan Borja 
both went out with severe chunking to 
the left side of their rear tires. Roberts 
would be next. 

At the end of the 23rd of 27 laps, 
Roberts moved off-line at the head of 
the straight and stuck his foot out to 
alert the others to pass. His lead had 
crested at 5.862 seconds on the 19th lap, 
but it was gone in an instant.

; injury isn't an every day injury," he said. "I'm not trying to 


cover up anything here. I think in the beginning we were trying 


to cover up as much as we can, but there comes à point in time — 


where you can't cover up any more." 
That said, Doohan wasn't going to catalog his injuries. 


^| think it's just sort of, without going into it, I don't think 


we need to: Injuries. Nobody's my doctor here." 

The last time he was in the U.S. his doctors advised him to 
cut back on his physiotherapy, and he hasn't been doing any 
since being back in Australia. He was told to rest the injury, 


which he's done. 


^| was pretty much put on bed rest and some crutches. 
Thankfully I'm back off the crutches again now. I think we've 
talked enough about the injuries,” he said with some finality. _ 
Someone suggested that fatherhood may have softened him, 


- but he denied it. 





^| was injured before 1 became a father. It didn't help speed 
it up or slow it down. An injury's an injury. I hit a wall at 130 
mph and come off second best. Thankfully, l'm even here." 

Doohan said he'd made a point of keeping Honda abreast of 
his condition, “but I don't want to give them an answer until I 
hop back on a motorcycle and find out whether I actually do 
want to ride the bike the way I've ridden the bike in the past, I 
don't want to commit to something that I’m not ready to com- 
mit to, and they understand that. So I think people are still wait- 
ing to see what Mick Doohan's doing, so to speak, but they're 
also taking care of everything else as well, because they need to. 
But if Mick Doohan is to come back and ride the bike again,

“As I said to somebody, I could probably hop back on the 
motorcycle next week and ride the motorcycle and maybe finish 


in 10th, 12th position.

Hale threw the Modenas :down, 
and escaped unhurt. It: was just the beginning of his problems. The 
Texan seized both of his motors in Saturday qualifying and.would 
tiè one. up again in the race. "It was tying up on the warm-up lap,” 
Hale said. "At the start of the race it almost stalled." Hale is fin- 
ishing the first year of a two-year contract. "A lot depends on the 
future and the direction we go. To-be honest, I'm still focused on 
right now. | really, really wanted to get a good result for the 7 
before the season's over." The team is committed to the three- 
cylinder engine. for the rest of the year. though Hale tested the 
Swissauto four at Brno. The first day there were a number of 
problems with the EPROM chip and there was no one from Swis- 
sauto at the test.

engine, it was running at about 65 percent. 


Hai» wasn't the only crasher. Repsol Honda had a pair - both 
World Championship leader Alex Criville, who broke a small 
bone in his left wrist, and Sete Gibernau, who: had a violent high- 
side which launched him into an orbit from which: he landed mostly 
unhurt. 


"You can never have too many stunt riders. That's the lesson from 
` Phillip Island, where three riders were hired to provide thrills for 


the fans. The number was reduced by опе when A.C. Farias, a 
veteran Brazilian, crashed on Thursday while practicing his rou- 
tine. Farias broke his collarbone, the first bone he'd broken in his 
18-year stunt-riding career. 


Kenny Roberts Jr. was using Ohlins forks again on his Suzuki 
RGV Gamma, a significant change, since the team is contracted 
to Showa. Roberts, who used the forks on both the Modenas and 
Yamaha 500s, had tested them in Brno, after the Czech Grand 
Prix, апа decided to fit them to the Suzuki for the Valencia GP, 
where he finished second. 


Mick Doohan had this to. say about whether or not fatherhood 
had changed his outlook on. racing: "People have been having 
children: for centuries and get on with-their lives, so seriously, it's 


fantastic to have a child, but, hey, there's a lot of other people 


who do." 


Though he continues to deny it, the rumors that Doohan will be 
running à team with Aprilia's Valentino Rossi next year simply 
won't die. At Phillip Island they gathered steam with new. details 
emerging. The team is likely to be backed by Shell; and the riders 
mentioned are Rossi, оп a 500, and current Shell Advance rider 
Tohru-Ukawa. Ukawa is said to be keen to get on a 500, and 
there were reports that he may even make the move to. World 
Superbike with Honda. Yet another rumor was that Honda and 
Yamaha тау swap World Superbike riders, Castrol Honda's 
Aaron Slight moving to Yamaha in exchange for Yamaha's Noriyu- 


ki Haga. 


Doohan was back on a motorcycle and back on track for the first 
time since his crash at Jerez in May. Riding one of teammate Alex 
Criville's NSRSOO Hondas, with his number one plate, Doohan did 
two laps of honor at surprising speed, pulled in, then went 
back out for one final lap without his hélmet, all playing to a stand- 
ing ovation from the crowd of 44,500. "That was really fantastic. It 
was hard to move on the bike; when | was trying to move around, 
my feet. were getting caught on the footpegs. But apart from that, 
everything feels exactly like it.did before. | wanted to take it easy 
because that bike was set up for Sete Gibernau апа not for me. | 
just asked the guys before we set off what tires they'd put їп. and 
they said, 'new ones'! | had not ridden a bike or a bicycle or any- 
thing since my accident so | really enjoyed that. Maybe | should 
have gone a little slower on that flying lap, but | just wanted to see 
what it was like to ride the bike again. | really love riding the bike. 
That's what has kept me racing for so long.” It was fitting that the 


first corner he rolled through was Doohan Corner, the newly: 


renamed first turn of the Phillip Island track, where he'd ridden 
every race since 1989. Given the state of his health, and the 
speculation that he may not race. again, this may have been the 
last time he'll be seen on a 500. 


Regardless of what Doohan decides, he's retained his 67 
ship by Qantas, the Australian airline. Qantas CEO James 
Strong, a bike enthusiast himself, said that the sponsorship deal 
will continue through 2001. “We have been discussing a range of 
promotional activities with Mick, designed to further enhance our 


` support of the 500cc Qantas Australian Motorcycle Grand Prix,” 


Strong said.

TNT Transport, the freight carrier for the GPs, used a pair of 
Boeing 747 jumbo jets to ferry the bikes and gear from Europe 
to Australia, then on to South Africa, and back to Europe.

Morelli. Five-hundredcc runner-up Max Biaggi used the same 
rear tire which several others, including Team Suzuki's Kenny 
Roberts, had trouble with. He added that "Tady Okada, Max 
Biaggi and Regis: Laconi were all doing high 32s or low 33s at 
the very end of the race, and that showed their tires were: still 
working very well. Okada chose a 16.5-inch rear even though it 
doesn't suit the Honda so well, and Biaggi always looks: after 
his tires: Okada gets some chatter with the 16.5, but he pre- 
ferred to choose it because he knew it would be good right 
through the race." Both MoviStar Honda Pons riders: chose 
the wrong rear, and both owned'up to it.

“Winkin’ Will” could expect was a run- 
ner-up finish on a narrow-grooved, 
crater-filled Las Vegas track which 
made passing incredibly difficult. 

Instead, the 34-year-old Davis prov- 
ed that he is a quick study - in history 
and dance - as he somehow found a way 
to waltz around the outside of Kopp in 
the middle of turns three and four after 
hole-hopping over the broken-up sur- 
face at the end of the back straightaway. 
He then survived a late-race challenge 
from 1999 AMA Grand National Cham- 
pion Chris Carr - including a hell of a 
jolt from Carr off turn two just before 
AMA starter Scott Zimmerman threw 
the five-lap sign - to claim his third win 
of the season and the 24th of his career. 

So call him “Twinklin’ Will.” 

“I'll probably still only have 23 
Grand National wins,” said Davis, who 
won the inaugural Las Vegas race in 
1997. “They probably won't give me a 
dirt track win; this was my first hare 
scrambles National. What's them guys’ 
names? Hatch, or whoever it is? You tell 
‘em to watch out. I’m looking at a facto- 
ry hare scrambles ride next year.” 

Davis’ sarcasm, a result of his disap- 
pointment over the track conditions, 
was clear enough, but was it misplaced? 
That depends on the perspective of the 
individual riders, but three of them.- 
veterans Scott Parker and Terry Poovey, 
and young charger Kevin Varnes - did 
surrender and pull off the track during 
the 25-lap main event, deeming the sur- 
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face to be unsafe. Davis himself admit- 
ted to going into survival mode even 
with Carr breathing down his neck 
while the two riders pulled away from 
the rest of the pack. After that, Davis 
had the advantage and simply made the 
least mistakes while he and Carr bucked 
and bounced around. They came within 
a circuit of lapping Coziahr Harley- 
Davidson temp Larry Pegram, who was 
the last-running rider on the track, in 
14th place. Nevertheless, the win was 
welcome relief for the North Carolinan, 
who has suffered through a subpar sea- 
son on the track and, more recently, a 
hurricane season off of it (see Briefly...). 

“This win was something that we 
needed real bad,” Davis said. “Just rac- 
ing with Chris that way and beating 
him, and winning in Las Vegas... We’ve 
done it before, but the feeling is just dif- 
ferent, even if the track is crappy. It’s 
just a real good feeling.” 

For the Harley-Davidson of Sacra- 
mento/Phoenix Racing/Big Valley 
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Ford-backed Carr, the racing surface 
extracted a fair toll. The "99 series cham- 
pion was spotted limping in the pits 
post-race after he had apparently stuck 
his left foot in one of the holes and 
twisted his ankle. It didn't stop him 
from twisting the throttle on the track, 
however, as he managed to come off the 
line third and then follow Davis by 
Kopp to run second. Carr was the only 
rider on the track who was able to 
match Davis' pace, and the two left 
Kopp and eventual fourth-place finisher 
Nicky Hayden well behind them. Carr's 
only hopes for a pass lay in his steady- 
throttled, corner-rolling technique, 
which placed him just outside Davis in 
turns one and two several times during 
the race. The one time that he decided to 
try to run a little lower than Davis was 
the one time that he ass-packed the 
North Carolinan, nearly sending both 
riders down for the count. Carr backed 
off a bit after the incident, and he took a 
well-deserved runner-up finish.

“I caught my ankle in a hole in one 
and two, or it might have been three 
and four - they sucked too," Carr said. 
"I m happy with second. I think that we 
had the bike that could win, but hey, 
Will just outfoxed us in three and four. I 
had a couple chances to get by him, but 
he rode a really good defensive race 
when he needed to. I just got second. I 
got beat." 

For Kopp, third place was the best 
that he could do after Davis and Carr 
split on him early in the race. The 
Harley-Davidson of Missouri /Dave 
Burks Motorsports / Carl Patrick-backed 
Washingtonian lost too much ground 
after leading across the stripe on the 
first two laps. Still, he was able to hold 
off a hard-charging Hayden for the final 
rostrum spot, earning his second podi- 
um finish in the last three events. 

"Third's pretty good," Kopp said. "It 
was the same thing as in the heat race. 
Will went into turn three and bobbled 
real hard on the first lap. I ducked under 





‘him again, and I thought I had them 
covered, but I just couldn't get through 
the bumps in turn three as good as they 
were when they were behind me. They 
were running up higher, and I was run- 
ning low, through the worst stuff out 
there. Once I saw what they were doing, 
I caught on, but I still couldn't get 
through there the way they were." 

The TCR Racing-backed Hayden's 
dismay over his fourth-place finish was 
certainly not the result of his riding per- 
formance, but more over the fact that he 
squandered a perfectly good front-row 
starting position when he left the line 
too soon, along with Parker and Geo 
Roeder II, and was sent to the penalty 
line. The new AMA 600cc Supersport 
road racing champion was undeterred, 
though, and he got what was perhaps 
the best start of the main event, passing 
half of the field in turn one, and about 
the other half off of turn two to run sixth 
on the opening lap. He would get by 
Steve Morehead and Bryan Bigelow 
before running down Kopp, but that’s 
as far as he could get. 

"I am disappointed in myself for 
jumping the start," the 18-year-old Ken- 
tuckian said. "I think that if I wouldn't 
have jumped, and would have gotten a 
good start, I would have had a good 
shot at winning it. I just came from the 
back and rode really, really aggressively 
- maybe a little over my head. I got up 
behind Joe, and he never made any mis- 
takes. Oh well, what are you gonna do? 
It was kind of good because all year 
long at the dirt tracks, I was always kind 
of worried in the back of my mind about 
the 600 (road race) championship. 
Tonight I didn't have to worry about 
that, and I could just go for it. Turn 
three was nice. It had more holes in it 
than Swiss cheese." 

And lo and behold, Team Powell / 
Sunoco Race Fuels-backed J.R. Schnabel 
landed in the fifth spot, earning his first 
top-five finish since Terre Haute, Indi- 
ana, in 1997. The 19-year-old Wisconsi- 
nite wasn’t the fastest rider on the track, 
but he passed more riders than anyone, 
somehow finding even more consistent 
success than Davis had. Schnabel ran 
11th off the starting line, and then found 
an even better line than Davis and Carr 
had through the craters in turns three 
and four, passing Rich King, Geo Roed- 
er 11, Jay Springsteen, Bigelow and 
Morehead before it was all over. 

“I don't know,” Schnabel said. “The 
hole in turn three kind of helped me. I 
was getting around there good, and it 
seemed like I was just picking people off 
one by one. Pretty soon it was like, 
‘Whoa, I'm in fifth.’ I saw Kopp and 
Hayden up in front of me, and the way 














that 1 was going, I thought that I might 
be able to catch them. Then that line 
kind of wore out. But I’m happy. I’m 
very happy. It’s been a long time since 
we got a top-five finish. We needed one. 
We were due.” 

Schnabel was followed by USC Rac- 
ing / Lancaster Harley-Davidson's Bryan 
Bigelow, Schaeffer’s Harley-David- 
son/Las Vegas Harley-Davidson/KK’s 
Geo Roeder II, KK/F&S Harley-David- 
son/Shepherd & Dragoo’s Steve More- 


head, Bartels’ Harley-Davidson/Real 


McCoy’s of Japan’s Jay Springsteen and 
1-800-FASTHOG /Moroney's Harley- 
Davidson's Mike Hacker to round out 
the top 10. Corbin Racing's Rich King 
was 11th, followed by H-D of Dallas’ 
Willie McCoy, returning rider Kenny 
Coolbeth on the Harley-Davidson of 
Missouri XR and Coziahr Harley-David- 
son's Pegram, who was the last rider 
running on the track after Bartels’ 
Harley-Davidson's Shaun Russell fell in 
turn three and Varnes, Poovey and 
Parker cashed in early. 


HEATS 


Carr opened up the show with a heat- 
race win on the track, which had 
already chunked badly by the time the 
field rolled out for the first 10-lapper. 
Carr got the holeshot off the line, lead- 
ing Hayden, Lynch Racing's Paul Lynch 
and Springer into turn one. King, mean- 
while, got a terrible start, and he was 
stuck toward the rear of the field, trying 
to figure out a way to salvage a spot in 
the main event. He did, but not fast 
enough, and he ultimately wound up 
fourth. 

Carr managed to sort his way 
through the turns, and he quickly built 
up a four-length lead over Hayden, 
while Springer was still trying to make 
his way past Lynch for third. Springer 
finally did so on the fourth lap to lock 
up the last direct transfer. Carr glanced 
back off of turn two more than once to 
check the gap that he had on Hayden 
before taking the checkered flag by a 
comfortable margin. 

"This track pretty much sucks, so 
you have to kind of see how hard you 
have to go to maintain your lead," Carr 
said. "I was just keeping an eye on the 
guy behind me and riding only as hard 
as I needed to ride. If anything, the rac- 
ing line is getting narrower. There were 
passes (in later heats) being made sim- 
ply because the rider in front made 
enough of a mistake. If a guy can get on 
the bottom and not make a mistake, it 
will be tough to go by him. Really 
tough." 


Davis made that one big mistake.

heat race, while Kopp ran second, fol- 
lowed by National number 72 Steve Lib- 
erty, Bigelow and former National num- 
ber 72 (now 72F) Pegram. Bigelow 
eventually slipped under Liberty for 
third, as did Pegram for fourth, but the 
big surprise came right in the second set 
of corners, as Davis skidded up just a 
tad too high and Kopp powered under- 
neath him to take the lead. Davis tried to 
fight back in turns one and two, 
attempting to roll around the outside of 
Kopp on the narrow rubber strip that 
had been laid down. Kopp fended off 
the move by simply moving up another 
six inches on the line, effectively block- 
ing Davis for the rest of the way. 

"Coming out of turn four Will got 
out of shape, and it was a dogfight to 
the groove there, and I beat him to it," 
Kopp said. "After that I knew that he 
was on my heels, and I thought that he 
was making time on me going into one 
up high. I just moved my line up for a 
couple laps. I heard him a whole bunch 
of times, and there was a couple of times 
when I heard him getting off the throttle 
before I did, and that's when I knew it 
was time to go." 

Roeder got the holeshot in heat three, 
with Brett Landes on a loaner TCR bike 
running second, Adkins Racing /Win- 
chester Harley-Davidson's Mike Varnes 
running third, Coolbeth fourth and 
Parker fifth. Parker was the man on the 
move, as he tiptoed under Coolbeth in 
three and four on lap three after both 
riders blitzed past Varnes a lap earlier. 
Parker then ran it in hard underneath 
Landes in turn one on the fourth lap and 
tried unsuccessfully, to run Roeder 
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down. Roeder held on to take the win, 
with Parker second and a fast-moving 
Coolbeth third. 

“1 could hear Parker right on my butt 
there," Roeder said. "I started to screw 
up, and then when he got on me it made 
it even worse because I knew who it 
was. Parker's always tough, and you 
can't ever count him out. Same with 
Morehead. Those guys might be strug- 
gling at the beginning of the day, but 
you always know that they are going to 
be fast at the end of the day." 

Morehead, Poovey, Varnes and Schn- 
abel duked it out early in the final heat 
rate, with Poovey leading Morehead as 
the two old guys pulled away. More- 
head waited for two laps before making 
an unsual - but very calculated - move 
to take the lead from the Texan as they 
started down the front straightaway. 

"There was just one good spot to 
pass, coming off turn four, where it's 
slick and you can get above the groove 





or below the groove and get a run on 
somebody," Morehead said. “It’s about 
the only thing that you can pull off. I 
thought Poovey was hooked up pretty 
good once he got the thing pointed 
straight. He just lost his momentum 
through the middle of the corner and 
moved up. I was able to get a run and 
roll underneath him." 

From there, Morehead simply looked 
great as he left the rest of the field 
behind, winning by the largest margin 
of any of the heat-race winners and 
putting himself in position to earn a sec- 
ond Las Vegas victory in as many. 

“Well, I damn sure don't like Del 
Mar, so this is the last chance that I've 
got to win," Morehead said. 

Poovey finished second, while Schn- 
abel got around Varnes and earned a 
rare direct transfer to the main event. 


H-D SPORTSTER 
PERFORMANCE NATIONAL 


A friendly war on the race track contin- 
ued to foster a friendly war of words off 
of it, as Harley-Davidson Sportster Per- 
formance Series title combatants Shaun 
Russell and Wille McCoy squared off 
once again in what was basically a two- 
man show during the 12-lap Sportster 
final in Las Vegas. McCoy came into the 
race with a three-point lead over Rus- 
sell, who won the last event in Sacra- 
mento. But when the dust cleared at Las 
Vegas Motor Speedway, Russell was the 
top dog in the series standings. 

The Miller Electric/Bartels' Harley- 
Davidson-sponsored Russell beat the 
TLC Racing-backed McCoy to the 
groove at the start of the 12-lap final, 
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with Mitchell’s Modesto H-D's Michelle 
DiSalvo running third, ahead of JMK 
Pro Racing’s Robert Miller and reigining 
HDSP series champion Jess Roeder on 
the Las Vegas Harley-Davidson/ Roeder 
Harley-Davidson 883. The race was red- 
flagged when Miller lost the front end 
between turns three and four, and 
crashed. He was uninjured, but his bike 
was not, and Miller would retire after 
the restart, finishing 15th. 

Russell again pulled the holeshot on 
the second go, with McCoy right there, 
although the Texan appeared to lose 
more ground than gain it initially, as he 
was clearly hard on the gas in an effort 
to catch the fleeing Russell. After 
McCoy settled down, he did pull to 
within striking distance. 

Meanwhile, Roeder was having diffi- 
culty with DiSalvo and Skip Fordyce 
Harley-Davidson's Billy Martin, but the 
savvy Ohioan found the break that he 
was looking for when the trio came up 
to-lap Mike Boyle, who was running а 
much slower pace. Roeder simply 
moved up and put himself between DiS- 
alvo and the top of the groove, forcing 
her into a brake-check to avoid piling 
into the back of Boyle. Roeder moved 
into third for good. 

“Т seen the slower rider coming, so I 
just decided that I was going to use him 
as a blocker,” Roeder said. "I knew that 
if I got to the outside of her, she was 
going to have to back off, and then it 
would be an easy pass. I was having a 
hard time getting around her. When I 
moved into third, I could see that they 
(Russell and McCoy) had a straightaway 
on me. I just settled in and didn't want 
to make any mistakes so that I could fin- 
ish on the podium. I think that I've 
made a pretty good statement this year, 
two wins and two thirds and Гуе only 
ridden four times. If I had done the 
whole season this year, I feel like I 
would at least be with them going down 
to the wire, but it's been a good learning 
season for me on the road racing side of 
things. Hopefully we can build on that." 

Up front, McCoy was on Russell's 
tail, but it appeared as if there was little 
that he could do to complete a pass.

McCoy went for it in turn three anyway 
just before the white flag was thrown.

And with one war over, runner-up 
McCoy fired the opening salvo in the 
other one. 

“I tried to get a good start, and it 
wheelied on me and then the back end 
broke loose, so I got pretty excited 
because he (Russell) was in front of me," 
McCoy said. "I started catching him, 
then he'd make a mistake. Then I'd try 
hard and just about go down. I just 
calmed down and tried to finish the 
race. If I caught him, great, if not, then 
I’m just going to beat him next week. Не 
has only got a one-point lead on me, but 
that's all right. He's a little wimp, so 
he's probably going to be scared next

The evening's races at Las Vegas took on.a rather somber tone as.it was 
learned that Grand National racer Toby Jorgensen of Stockton, Cali- 
fornia, had passed away in Dallas, Texas, the night before the race. AMA 
Dirt Track. Manager Bruce Bober asked for a moment of silence during 
the riders’ meeting, and also arranged for all of the riders to take part in a 
memorial parade-lap. for Jorgensen: Chris Carr was selected to ride the 
Team Saddlemen Harley-Davidson with Jorgensen's number-23 plates 
around the track. Jorgensen's uncle, dirt track hall of famer Alex Jor- 
gensen, rode on the báck of the bike, carrying the checkered flag in Jor- 
géensen's honor.

"The track was real inconsistent," 
Russell said. "It was hard to get a good 
lap, and I figured that I was going into 
(turn three) slow, and that he had to be 
catching me. If I tried to go faster, it 
would feel like I was just going to fall 
down, so I just stayed smooth and con- 
sistent, and hoped that he didn't catch 
up to me. So now I'm going to Del Mar 
with a one-point lead, and whoever 
wins, wins." 

As for being a wimp? 

"| ve been called worse," Russell 
said. "Besides, we went running togeth- 
er one night, and I asked him, 'Do you 
want to go three miles or five miles?’ 
When we got to the three-mile point he 
said, Tm all done.’ I said, ‘C'mon, lets 
go.’ But he said, ‘No, you go ahead if 
you want to.’ So, I think that means that 
I'm in better shape.”

King took off and hid in the first semi, 
leaving Hacker and Stylemaster Custom 
Motorcycles’ Steve Beattie to battle for 
the second and final transfer spot. Hack- 
er was running third, but the Virginian 
managed to get a run on Beattie and 
pass the Canadian rider down the back 
straightaway. Beattie failed to retaliate, 
and like the rest of the field, he was in 
the truck for the night, while King and 
Hacker advanced. 
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Russell led the second semi early, but 
Pegram woke up and blasted past the 
young Californian to take the point for 
good. Russell's troubles weren't over 
then either, as Art Skaggs & Bob Berry- 
backed Chris Boone jumped Russell off 
turn two as well. With Pegram checking 
out, Boone made Russell work his tail 
off in an effort to retake second place. It 
looked as though Boone would be 
enjoying an upset, but then he slowed 
down on the front straightaway just 
enough to allow Russell to get a great 
run into turn one. Russell retook the 
spot, finishing well behind Pegram, but 
also depositing the disappointed Boone 
into the pits for the rest of the night. So 
close. 

Kevin Varnes led the final semi until 
about lap five, when he bobbled bigtime 
coming off of turn four, allowing 
McCoy to scoot underneath him. McCoy 
then suddenly appeared as though he 
had the joint wired, and he cut some of 
the smoothest laps all night en route to a 
runaway win. Varnes hung on for sec- 
ond, filling the field for the main event."

Parker, Roeder and Hayden were all 
banished to the back row for having 
jumped the start, leaving only Davis, 
Carr and Kopp on the front row to take 
the green light. Davis got the holeshot 
over Kopp, Carr, Morehead and 
Bigelow when the 18-rider field filed 
toward the groove in turn one, and he 
appeared to be in the driver's seat for 
the duration. Then Kopp jumped him 
again. 

"The track just changed so much,” 
Davis said. "In the heat race, I just got in 
there too hot when he did it, and I just 
kind of missed the groove. So once I got 
the holeshot in the main event, I said to 
myself, 'I will not do that again.' But on 
the warmup lap I didn't really go down 
there and look at it (the turn), and so ] 
didn't realize that there was a hole there 
about four feet deep. I was going plenty 
slow not to make that mistake again, but 
when I went in there I almost went over 
the bars. I bent the bars and everything, 
and it was like, ‘Oh no, not again!” 

But although Kopp gained the lead 
for two laps, he lost it in the same place, 
as Davis rolled around the top of turn 
three and took the point back, dropping 
Kopp into the clutches of Carr, who held 
third. Meanwhile, Hayden had gotten a 
flying start off the back row, and he was 
already up to sixth place. Perhaps one of 





By winning the Las Vegas Half Mile, Will Davis got more than just the 
mental relief of a tough. season, he got a bit of financial relief as well after 
his Goldsboro, North Carolina, home took a fair beating when Hurricane 
Floyd ravaged the Carolinas recently.

the most dramatic moments came on the 
fourth lap, when Roeder, Springsteen 
and King fanned out three-wide going 
into turn three while battling for the 
seventh spot. Roeder ultimately took the 
position. 

"Going into three down there it was 
just so bad," Roeder said. "Nobody 
knew where to run because it was so 
rough. I started going in high for a 
while, then that went away on me, so... 
It was fun. It was interesting. Coming 
from the penalty line, I guess that ain't 
too bad." 

Parker was already off the race track 
by that time, as the nine-time champion 
figured that enough was enough. 

"| just ran a couple of laps, and the 
track was a piece of shit," Parker said. 
"People kept looking like they were 
going to fall off all over in front of me, 
so I just pulled off. It ain't worth it. This 
wasn't a race track, it was a hole-jump- 
ing contest. I apologize to all of the fans 
who paid good money to come here and 
watch us race motorcycles, but it ain't 
worth risking your life on a track that is 
that bad.

We were both faster on the other end of 
the track. After I got past him I just tried 
to hang on. I think that's what every- 
body did. By the time I got by Rich, I 
couldn't catch anybody." 

King, who finished an uncharacteris- 
tic 11th place, later said that he figured 
that running fast wasn't worth the risk 
that was involved. 

"The track was just terrible," King 
said. "There was no smooth place to 
run. Three and four was so bad that I 
just about busted my butt three or four 
times. I just rode around and finished 
where I finished. I don't know where I 
finished, and I don't care. Maybe I could 
donate the money toward track mainte- 
nance." 

Springer hung tough in ninth place, 
following Morehead to the line. 

"Me and Morehead and Roeder were 
just trying to move up a little bit after 
Hayden got by us, but the track was so

But all in all it's just like I say 
every week after we come to these crap- 
py tracks: I am just glad to come out of 
here alive and with some good points. 
Joe finished ahead of me, so I think that 
my shot at fifth (for the year) is slim and 
none."

Both 
DR-Z versions feature 398cc, 
DOHC, four-valved, liquid- 
cooled engines with a five-speed 
tranny and dry-sump lubrication 
system (oil is carried in the 
frame's main backbone and 
downtube). They also boast a 
49mm conventional cartridge 
fork, an adjustable RM-style 
shock, aluminum wheels, enduro 
lighting, and a chrome-moly 
frame with detachable subframe.

At its introduction in 1990, the little thumper featured an air-cooled, four-valved, single-overhead- 
cammed motor, Full-Floater rear suspension system and conventional fork.

t's beginning to sound a lot like a broken 
record, but, every year, it just keeps getting 
tougher and tougher to choose an outright win- 
ner in our annual 125cc MX shootout.

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Jeremy McGrath's 1999 Mazda/Chaparral Yamaha YZ250, the bike he 
piloted to eight AMA Supercross Series wins and a sixth title.

eremy McGrath will be the first 
to tell you that winning champi- 
onships requires more than just 
having exceptional riding skill - a well- 


tuned motorcycle is just as important. 


АП the talent in the world alone - even 
McGrath's talent - won't win you titles if 
you don't have a worthy motorcycle 
underneath you. Obviously, the 
Mazda /Chaparral- Yamaha YZ250 that 
has carried McGrath to two straight 
AMA Supercross titles is one such 
motorcycle. 

Recently, we got the chance to exam- 
ine and ride fhe motorcycle that 
McGrath rode to his unprecedented 
sixth AMA Supercross title. McGrath's 
machine is highly modified to satisfy his 
personal needs and to increase the YZ's 
durability for the rigors demanded by 
the most talented and fastest supercross 
rider in the world. A quick glance at 
McGrath's bike reveals some of these 
updates: beautiful billet-aluminum 
triple clamps and clutch perch, titanium 
bolts, footpegs and subframe, a carbon- 
fiber outer-clutch cover, a larger front- 
brake caliper, works Kayaba forks, spe- 
cial Bridgestone tires, and magnesium 
hubs. It's a bike we all dream about 
owning. 


McGrath likes his works KYB forks adjusted extremely stiffly so he can charge the whoops 
and land off the triples without fear of bottoming. 





Of course, McGrath does not work 
on the bike himself. Instead, Yamaha 
Motor Corporation's Steve Butler and 
McGrath's race tuner Randy Lawrence 
are in charge of that. Butler, you can say, 
acts as a liaison between Yamaha and 
McGrath's Chaparral race team, while 
Lawrence, employed by Chaparral, is 
responsible for keeping the bike in tip- 
top shape over a race weekend and sea- 
Son. 

We first spoke to Butler, original 
builder of McGrath's race machine, 
about the bike and McGrath's require- 
ments. 

"What you learn about Jeremy is that 
every littlé part is important," Butler 
said. "For example, he is so picky about 
his clutch. He wants it to grip at a par- 
ticular part of the lever; it's got to be just 
that perfect area. l've never known any- 
one who puts such an importance on 
how his clutch is, and l've worked with 
Damon Bradshaw, Kevin Windham and 
Doug Dubach (all former Yamaha facto- 
ry riders)." 

This might explain why McGrath is 
one of the best “holeshotters” around - 
it’s a simple matter of confidence that he 
has the best-working system in the 
world. 

“We thought here at Yamaha we had 
a great clutch,” Butler said. "Then Jere- 
my came along and wanted all these 
changes. I have to say we found he has 
made many changes. We had never had 
to improve the clutch. In fact, John

roportionately speaking, for its size, France has 

produced a healthy number of big names in the 

world of motocross. You might have heard some 
of them: Jean-Michel Bayle, Mickael Pichon, Stephane 
Roncadà, Yves Demaria, Mickael Maschio, Sebastien 
Tortelli, and now, Frederic Bolley. If you attended this 
year's U.S. 250cc Grand Prix series final at Budds Creek, 
you witnessed Bolley wrap up his first World title and 
Honda’s third in four years. 

This year's title run was just about as exciting as it 
gets, with Bolley jumping out to an early lead, falling 
back, and then having to chase down series rival Pit 
Beirer. The outcome wasn't officially decided until the 
final lap of the final moto of the final round of the 16- 
round series. Although Bolley did not win at Budds 
Creek, he did win 10 out of 32 motos throughout the 
course of the year on his Radson Honda CR250, and 
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remained fairly consistent, which was just enough to 
give France its second 250cc title in two years. Last year, 
Tortelli edged out Stefan Everts for the title.

Wore than just a PAGA 


t started out as a motorcycle show, 

then someone got the bright idea of 

throwing a motorcycle race or two 
into the mix.

AUBURN, WA, SEPT. 25 
MA Grand National Champion 
Scott Parker gave over 8000 race 
fans their money's worth at the 
second running of the Seattle Mile on 
the Emerald Downs Race Track in 
Auburn. 

Parker, the nine-time Grand National 
Champion, jumped out in front of the 
field and was never seriously chal- 
lenged as he went on to. win the 750cc 
Expert main event, one which paid 
$1420. Parker led fellow GNC regulars 
Rich King and Steve Beattie onto the 
podium in the class. 

"Pull the trigger and go, that's what 
it's all about," Parker said at the comple- 
tion of the 750cc final. ^The track was 
starting to come apart with each lap, so 
the game plan was to get out front and 
stay there." 

Washington's Joe Kopp continued 
his rampage of the Northwest with his 
win in the 600cc Expert main event. Tt 
was his second consecutive victory after 
also winning in Spokane the previous 
night, furthering his title hopes in the 
class and taking a 12-point lead over 
the injured Dan Stanley into the 
final round at Las Vegas. 

Kopp took the lead from 
Lonnie Pauley on the sec- 
ond lap of the main event 
and then remained in that 
position to solidify his 
sweep of the dual Ever- 
green State Nationals, fin- 
ishing ahead of Oregon's 
Rex Fisher and Pauley in 
the 12-lap final. 

Race promoter Chris Aga- 
janian and his crew did an 
incredible job of keeping the 
sandy, cushioned track in raceable con- 
dition, averting last year's fiasco by con- 
stantly wheel-packing the surface. 
Truckloads of clay were added this year 
as well, in the hope of salvaging a 
Grand National bid in 2000. 

"The track was at least 50 percent bet- 
ter than last year," three-time Grand 
National Champion Jay Springsteen said 
after finishing. "But I think that it'll need 
more work; everybody up here wants to 
see a killer mile National, but look at me, 
man. I’m shakin’. I got pelted bad out 
there. The roost was incredible!" 

Parker led King and polesitter 
Springsteen off the line at the unleash- 
ing of the 12-rider, 12-lap 750cc final, 
followed by Beattie, Gary Rogers and 
Jaime Aguilar. Up front it looked to be a 
four-way draftfest for the lead, but by 
the second circuit, Parker had used the 
sandblasting of his opposition to his 
advantage, putting considerable ground 
on King, who was the winner at the 
inaugural event here last year. King had 
to back off of the throttle to avoid Park- 
er's pelting. 

Beattie, who like King was trying a 
variety of lines in an attempt to improve 
upon his position, dropped back from 
King's rear wheel roost, leaving him in a 
heated battle with Springsteen. The wily 
Springsteen stayed in Beattie's shadow 
for several laps, but he too would back 
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off the throttle, leaving the top five set: 
Parker, King, Beattie, Springsteen and 
Rogers, evenly spread out. That left only 
Eli Price and Steve Liberty to battle 
behind Aguilar. 

The top six remained the same to the 
finish, with Parker leading the way. 
King, Beattie, Springsteen, Rogers, 
Aguilar and Liberty landed the top 
seven positions, while Mike Inderbitzin, 
Robert Miller, Joey Duvall and Ken 
Yoder rounded out the field. 

“I took an awful pelting,” King said. 
"It was hard to follow Scotty, and to run 
the line that I wanted to. Hey, what 
could I do?" 

Kopp sat on the pole position for the 
12-rider, 12-lap, 600cc Expert final, but it 
was Pauley who was fastest off the start, 
heading the field into turn one. Kopp, 
who initially started off in third, quickly 
worked past Fisher and made a mad 
surge forward to overtake Pauley short- 
ly into the second lap. Fisher, Mayfield 
and Don Wilson held down the top five 
positions. 

Once in the point position, Kopp 
then checked out on the competition, 
opening up as much as a six bike-length 
lead over Pauley, who two laps later 
would also lose ground to Fisher.

“Man, I was really having trouble out 
of one and two,” Pauley later said. 

Fisher, though, couldn’t narrow the 
gap that Kopp had put on him, barely 
hanging on to the second place position - 
it would be his season-best finish - while 
behind him Pauley, Wilson and Mayfield 
ran in close proximity. Fisher used his 
roost to keep Pauley at a safe distance late 
in the final to finish second to the long- 
gone Kopp, who finalized his sweep of 
the Evergreen State with his win. 

“1 played around with some different 
lines,” said Kopp of his opening lap bar- 
rage. “Then 1 picked up on one that 
worked well and didn’t want to waste 
any time at all getting out front.” 

Following Fisher was Pauley, while 
Wilson, Mayfield, Jeff Annen, Lonny 
Kopp, Tony Souza, J.P. Simonsen, Eric 
Rickman, Troy Rose and Donnie Hart 
completed the field. 

Michelle DiSalvo and Rogers came 
into the Seattle round separated by a 
scant two-point margin, in DiSalvo’s 
favor, in the Harley-Davidson Sportster 
Performance class, but. Rogers’ come- 
from-behind performance netted his 
win and the point-lead momentum 
heading into the Las Vegas final. Seat- 
tle’s Don Paul led the 12-lap final for

SPOKANE, WA, SEPT. 24 
NC contenders Steve Beattie and 
Joe Kopp captured impressive 
wins during round 11 of the AMA 
National Hot Shoe Series held at Play- 
fair Raceway in downtown Spokane. 

Beattie, from Burlington, Ontario, 
posted a solid performance in his 750cc 
Expert win, one which captivated the 
crowd of 4000, as Beattie and Californ- 
ian Gary Rogers spent much of the 12- 
lap final in a side-by-side configuration 
that fell in Beattie's favor. Idaho's Steve 
Liberty finished third to finalize the 
podium positions. 

Kopp, the hometown hero, improved 
his chances for a 600cc Expert class title 
by winning the 600cc final. Coming into 
the Spokane round, Kopp trailed fellow 
Washingtonian Dan Stanley in the point 
standings, 140-106, but sliced into Stan- 
ley's lead with the 23 points that the for- 
mer Peoria TT winner earned this 
evening. Lonnie Pauley, who for several 
laps challenged Kopp, finished second 
in the 12-rider final, followed by Wash- 
ington's Don Wilson. 

Beattie, whose win earned him $1535 
from the purse of $10,000, also moved 
himself into a title contention, as he trailed 
Kevin Varnes by eight points but has now 
moved up from third, behind Varnes and 
Geo Roeder, to first. Beattie now holds a 
15-point lead over Roeder, 82-67. 

Beattie, the National number 26 plate 
holder, grabbed the holeshot at the start 





of the 750cc final, followed closely by 
Rogers, who was the polesitter, setting 
up the best battle of the evening in а 
clash of heavy artillery. 

On lap five, though, the momentum 
swung in Beattie's favor, as Rogers' lead 
came and went. Beattie, who had also 
won the class at the annual Joe Kopp 
Challenge the night prior and was 
quickly becoming an adopted "home- 
boy," slammed the door shut on all of 
Rogers' advances, going on to post a 
narrow margin of victory. Rogers clung 
on to a close second-place finish, but the 
battle for third between Liberty and Eli 
Price went to the finish. 

Liberty, who at last year's National 
won the 750cc final, got the drive out of 
turn four to take the position from Price 
to nab the final position on the rostrum 
after an incredible come-from-behind 
performance. Liberty initially started off 
in 12th place and overtook Ken Yoder, 
Lonny Kopp, and finally Price, to gain 
the position and just applause from the 
crowd for his incredible performance. 

Yoder, Kopp, Larry Marsh, Mike 
Inderbitzin, Jaime Aguilar, Joey Duvall 
and Robert Miller rounded out the field. 
Beattie was understandably pleased 
with the win. 

“Не (Rogers) kept me honest," Beat- 
tie said. "It (the win) wasn't a cakewalk 
like it was last night at the Joe Kopp 
Challenge." 

Second marked a good night for 
Rogers, who has been one of the most 
steadily improving riders on the Grand 
National circuit this year. 

"Steve (Beattie) got off ahead of me 








and started to get away, but then I 
found some traction coming off of four," 
said Rogers. “Then on the next lap I 
noticed that Steve was using that line, 
too. By that time, I think it was the sixth 
lap, I didn't have anything left to give 
him." 

By virtue of his win in the fastest of 
the 600cc qualifying heat races, Kopp sat 
on the pole position for the 600cc final at 
what is considered by many to be his 
home track. Ironically, Kopp, a fixture 
on the GNC trail, has been previously 
unable to attend the Spokane round 
since its inception. 

Wilson, one of the two non-National- 
numbered riders on the front row, 
jumped out front at the start of the final 
as the field funneled into turn one, but 
the veteran Wilson quickly lost his lead, 
as Pauley pushed past Wilson to grab 
the lead shortly afterward. Wilson main- 
tained second place for another lap, 
allowing Pauley - last year's winner - to 
hold a commanding lead. It was quickly 
slashed once Kopp got around Wilson 
on the next circuit. Kopp went on from 
that point and gunned down Pauley, 
taking the lead for keeps on the fifth lap. 
A highly anticipated Kopp/Pauley con- 
frontation failed to materialize when 
Kopp pulled away from Pauley via a 
successive string of consistent laps. 

Wilson, meanwhile, was demonstrat- 
ing his finest performance in recent 
years, as he held Oregon's Rex Fisher at 
bay after Fisher came knocking. Farther 
back in the field, a three-way swapfest 
for fifth between second-year Expert 
Beau A. Brown, Steve Mayfield and J.P.

26 

ames “Jammer” Large took a 

giant step toward his third- 

straight 800cc National Hillclimb 
Championship with a dominating win 
at round 11 of the 1999 AMA National 
Championship Hillclimb Series. Large’s 
second-straight victory has vaulted him 
to a 15-point lead and given him a great 
chance at sewing up the title at the next 
round. Ted Wilkins’ win in the 540 class 
jumped him up into a tie for the points 
lead with five-time National Champion 
Paul Pinsonnault. 

Scott McNeely was the first rider to 
challenge the 300-foot hill, on his Mac’s 
Cycle Supply nitro-burning Honda 
CR500. McNeely made the most of his 
run on the smooth hill, pumping the 
crowd up with his 5.952-second run. 

“We had to guess at the setup a little 
bit because David (Watson) never ran 
the 21-inch rear tire here, but it all 
worked out great,” McNeely said. 

Triumph-mounted John Hamilton Jr. 
was a little hot off the line, and he 
jumped over the breaker, losing time. 
Hamilton clocked a 6.547, his best pass 
of the afternoon. Points leader Paul Pin- 
sonnault had problems with the awe- 
some traction on the hill and wheelied 
to a 6.569. He would get it together on 
his second run. 





Bo's Radical Racing /Thor rider Chad 
Disbennett has owned the White Rose 
Motorcycle Club hill, winning the last 
three Nationals. Disbennett blasted up 


the hill in 6.423 seconds, despite a cou- 


ple of bobbles. 

Disbennett's hold on second place 
lasted until Howe's Triumph-mounted 
Phil Libhart took his shot. Libhart short- 
ened his machine before his run to help 
the paddle-tire hook up, and it worked 
for him, as he posted a 6.183. 

MeNeely's shot at a one-ride win 
ended with the last rider in the class. 
Wilkins had rebounded from a horrible 
day at Danville, New York, because of 
contaminated fuel to put together two 
straight top-two rides since. This time, 
Wilkins hammered his Rotax two-stroke 
twin out of the hole and blitzed up the 
hill. 

“I bounced a little over the breaker 
and may have missed the groove a lit- 
Пе,” Wilkins said. ^The bike wanted to 
wheelie all the way up the hill, but I 
kept the throttle pinned and hung on." 

Wilkins stopped the clocks in 5.936 
seconds, .016 faster than McNeely. 

After the 800s chewed up the hill, 
McNeely tried to catch Wilkins. He 
wasn't able to put in a winning ride, but 
he would hang on to second place 
thanks to his strong first ride. Hamilton 
had problems on his second ride, which 
ended short of the tóp. He wound up 
sixth via his first-round time. 

Pinsonnault was the only top-five

rider to go faster on his second try, post- 
ing 6.267 for fourth overall, though his 
points lead was gone. Disbennett had 
another great start, but he held it on too 
long. Disbennett's first run earned him

Schreiber Jr. climbed to seventh place

Large was up next on 
the Reiser's Cycle Service/KK Motorcy- 
cle Supply/Leather Gallery Harley- 
Davidson XR750. "Jammer" and team 
owner Tom Reiser had been busy before 
the start, adjusting the setup. 

“We geared the bike up and stiffened 
the rear suspension and slowed the 
rebound-dampening down," Large said. 
"The key to this hill is to come out of the 
hole hard then shut the throttle so you 
don't jump at the end of the ramp. If 
you crank it back on too hard or too 
soon you'll hit the steep part of the hill 
and bounce. Then you'll wheelie and 
lose time." 

Jammer drove the F&S Harley- 
Davidson off the line right in the line he 
wanted, and 5.443 seconds later there 
was a new leader. 

"That's the best ride I’ve ever had 
here," Large said. "I hit the breaker, and 
the bike didn't even bounce." 

All eyes were on David Watson, rid- 
ing the Mac's Cycle Supply /Kleeburg 
Sheet metal/A&P Machine Honda 
CBR800RR, when he pulled to the line. 
Watson dominated the All-Star Chal- 
lenge at White Rose in August, and he 
was hoping for a repeat performance on 
his first attempt at the hill. He mis- 
timed the breaker just a fraction, but the 
fastest motorcycle on the circuit hauled 
up the hill in 6.034 seconds. 

“I spun a lot off the line, and it threw 
my timing off a little, and I shut off too 
soon," Watson said. “When I hit the lit-

tle camel hump after the ramp, I cased a 
little, but it was still a pretty fast time."

Reiser's Cycle Service rider Bob Cas- 
tledine checked in with a 6.228 time, 
then Steve Dresser put in a determined 
effort, slipping under Frazier's time 
with a time of 6.120. Mike DeBusk ran a 
smooth, consistent 6.598 to end the first 
round. 

As they began the second round, the 
hill had developed two good grooves. 
Rodney Smith finished eighth, with a 
6.359, then Frazier took his turn, but 
could only muster a 6.458. Templeton, 


|. too, had problems but his first run 


earned him fifth overall, right behind 
Frazier. Watson changed his bike setup 
for his second run, but he overshot the 
breaker, taking second place with his 
first-run time. 

Large was surprised his time hadn't 
been beat. 

"The.540s ran 5.9s, so I figured my 
5.4 wouldn't last long, but the hill is 
deteriorating," Large said. "The two 
grooves don't run straight, and that's 
helping me out." 

Petty kept his Stoughton's Cycle 
Harley-Davidson on line for a 6.353 and 
seventh place, behind Bob Castledine, 
who couldn't improve on his earlier 
6.228. Dresser had problems off the start 
on his second ride, but his 6.120 in 
round one was fast enough for third 
place. 

DeBusk was the last rider who could 
topple Large, but DeBusk couldn't put 
together a straight ride. "Jammer" 
extended his win streak; to two in a row. 

“Coming over here I knew I had to 
start winning races, and the suspension 
changes really made the difference for 
us today," Large said. CN

n his much-awaited move to the Pro 
Il ranks, one of the country's top ama- 

teur riders, Team Green's Ben Riddle, 
has had to face the question, Can he 
hang in the Pro ranks? The answer is a 
resounding, Yes! After a strong third- 
place showing in the 125cc Pro class at 
the opening round of the Fall Classic, 
held at Budds Creek in Maryland, Rid- 
dle showed up at Birch Creek for the 
second round with something to prove. 
When the day was done, Riddle had not 
only come away with a very impressive 
second-place ride to Robbie Horton in 
the 125cc Pro class, but more important- 
ly, he had taken his first National over- 
all victory. Riddle's pair of awesome 
rides resulted in a double moto sweep 
of the premier 250cc Pro Fall Classic. 

Triad Motorsports /ProTel/Ballzee 
Aggressive Wear's Jim Neese was on the 
gas aboard his YZ400F and took runner- 
up honors to Riddle by riding steadily 
and strongly. Neese also had a little luck 
on his side - as did the rest of the field in 
the 250cc Pro class - when Horton's bike 
went south on him during the first lap 
of the first moto, after he had pulled the 
holeshot and was riding out front. 


The 125cc Pro class featured some of . 


the best racing action of the day, as Hor- 
ton's Team Moto Planet/Fox/FMF Rac- 
ing YZ125 had no problems, as he went 
for a double moto sweep of the class, but 
it was no easy task. Riddle was doing his 
best to measure up to the nationally 
ranked Horton and latched his KX onto 
Horton's rear fender in both motos. 

Riddle rode to a strong finish behind 
Horton in moto one, pushing past Kevin 

Walker, David Kratz and Jeff Gibson to 
get there. 

The second 125cc Pro moto was far 
and away the best moto of the day. 
James Webb got his shot of glory for the 
day when he aced the holeshot over 
Walker, Horton, Riddle and Kratz, but 
his lead was short-lived. Horton and 
Riddle whipped into a fierce battle right 
off the bat and moved past Webb and 
Walker before the end of lap one. Once 
out front, the race was on, and no matter 
how hard Horton tried, he couldn't 
shake young Riddle. Riddle matched 
Horton move for move, turn for turn, all 
the way to the checkers, but experience 
prevailed and Horton took the moto win 
by a one-second margin. Walker 
remained "Mr. Steadfast" and copped 
another third-place finish. Kratz and 
North Carolinian up-and-comer Jerad 
Black rounded out the top five. 

As stated before, Horton was out of 
the hunt in the 250cc Pro class before he 
could even get started, and Riddle used 
this to his advantage. After a few early 
laps hovering in third behind local hero 
Jim Neese and Jarman's Sportcycle's 
Mike Martin out of Chesapeake, Vir-

ginia, it was time for Riddle to go to 
work. Neese hit the ground on lap two 
about the same time Riddle was work- 
ing past Martin; suddenly, Riddle was 
in the lead and gone. Martin held on to 
second for a few laps, but a hard-charg- 
ing Todd Downs came out of nowhere 
to take over the runner-up position. 
Downs parked his Yamaha in that posi- 
tion for the duration, while Neese 
remounted and charged back to the 
front of the field. Neese's charge came to 
an end when he crossed the line for a 
hard-fought third-place finish, just bare- 
ly having enough time to push Martin 
back to. fourth. Local rider Chad New- 
ton posted a good moto finish with a 
fifth, just ahead of Ohio's Jeff Gibson 
and Wisconsin's Darby Flower. 

In the second 250cc Pro moto, Riddle 
made his intentions clear by setting sail 
from the get-go. After a picture-perfect 
holeshot, all the rest of the field could 
do was watch his green rear fender dis- 
appear as Riddle walked off and hid 
from the field. Neese was the only rider 
to even keep Riddle in sight, but he was 
unable to match the youngster's pace, 
settling for second in the moto and the 
second step on the podium. Black 
proved that his top-five finish in the 
125s was no fluke by backing it up with 
a very impressive third-place ride in the 
moto, which pulled him into the top five 
overall for the day. Black had displaced 
Martin back to fourth about halfway

through the moto, and Martin ended up 
slipping one more spot when Downs 
made a slick pass in the switchbacks to 
take the fourth spot away, putting him- 
self in the final podium position.

Yamaha rider Chuck Shirley rounded 
out the top eight.

LAS VEGAS, NV, SEPT. 18-19 
he fifth annual Suzuki RM Cup 
1 Challenge put a mark on the 1999 
racing season for some 416 riders 
of the yellow motorcycles - an exclama- 
tion mark! These athletes had spent the 
season earning not only a generous 
amount of Suzuki contingency money, 
but RM Cup qualification points as well. 
Those with the most points in their 
respective regions earned invitations to 
Las Vegas Motor Speedway and a chance 
at a remarkable total purse of $102,125. 
With that kind of cash on the line, it 
wasn't surprising that the weekend was 
filled with from-the-heart racing, some 
incredible finishes and a few upsets. 

One of the biggest surprises came in 
the final main event of the weekend. 
(Following Saturday's racing to deter- 
mine gate positions, there was a single 
moto for all the dough on Sunday.) 
Making his final appearance as an ama- 
teur, American Suzuki's newest factory 
rider, Cernic's/Fox/Dunlop-sponsored 
Travis Pastrana, was clearly the favorite 
to take home the majority of the RM 
Cup loot. Celebrating his 16th birthday 
with a runaway win earlier in the day in 
the 250cc Expert division over Danny 
Carlson of California and Arizona's Ted 
Campbell, the Annapolis, Maryland, 
native was understandably confident 
going into the 125cc Expert final. And 
when he exited the left-hand first turn in 
the lead, the fence-hangers basically 
shrugged and resigned themselves to a 
Pastrana parade. 

However, journeyman Pro Paul Cur- 
rie, from Naples, Florida, who had just 
missed the 250cc Expert podium, gated in 
third and quickly moved onto Pastrana's 
rear fender. On the third lap, the F&S 
Suzuki / Axo/FMF-backed Currie got a 
good drive approaching a fast stepup 
double, pulled alongside Pastrana and

made a shocking, elbow-rubbing, midair 
pass. Pastrana immediately counterat- 
tacked, but Currie kept it floored and 
withstood every move Pastrana made. 

By the halfway mark of the 10-lap 
moto, it was clear that the young 
freestyle star had his work cut out for 
him. Pastrana would close in on one half 
of the course, but Currie would pull 
away slightly on the other. This “yo-yo 
effect" changed dramatically with three 
laps to go when lapped riders came into 
play. Currie seemed able to carve 
through them a bit more cleanly, adding 
to Pastrana's frustration. With the white 
flag about to wave, a lapper, in an 
attempt to get out of the way, caused 
Pastrana to make a major bobble. Currie 
suddenly had a three-second cushion. 


Pastrana made one last heroic push and 


actually erased that gap with half a lap 
to go, but then an aftermarket footpeg 
snapped off and he nearly went down 
again, stalling in the process. That was 
all the determined Currie needed, and 
he cruised in to collect his $2000. 

As exciting as that race was, the most 
amazing finish of the day came in the 
80cc (7-11) final. Florida's Davi Millsaps 
grabbed the lead from drop of the gate 
with MCR Suspension/ Airwalk-backed 
Joshua Lichtle in his wake, and these 
two RM80 riders rapidly separated 
themselves from the rest of the field. 
Millsaps held a two-second lead over 
Michigan's Lichtle for half the race 





before the latter began to gradually 
close in. With two laps to go, the gap 
was gone, and as the white flag was 
brought out, the two found themselves 
in a side-by-side battle. Slicing through 
backmarkers with impunity, Millsaps 
and Lichtle hit the last double wide 
open. Lichtle landed slightly ahead - 
and with the inside line for the last turn. 
A few yards later at the finish line, Lich- 
tle crossed over a length ahead of a bit- 
terly disappointed Millsaps. 

The 80cc (12-13) race produced one of 
the more unexpected outcomes when 
second-placed Michael Willard, spon- 
sored by Renthal and AIM, found long- 
gone Kyle Partridge picking his bike off 
the turf with only a couple of laps to go. 
The Ohio rider took the win and a Suzuki 
certificate worth $1500 by five seconds

over Florida's Matt Goerke, who had 
moved past Ty Morrow late in the seven- 
lap moto. Adding to the drama, Willard 
pulled into the winner's circle with a 
rapidly disintegrating rear wheel that 
would not have lasted another half-lap! 

Suzuki Sports support riders Gene 
Stull and Shane Bess demolished the 
80cc (14-15) event. The two pulled a dis- 
appearing act on eventual third-place 
finisher Brad Modjewski of Hatley, Wis- 
consin, with Pennsylvania's Stull main- 
taining a solid three-second lead on Cal- 
ifornia's Bess the entire way. 

The B/Intermediate classes turned out 
to be the Evan Laughridge/]esse 
Ketcham show. Laughridge, of Forest 
Ranch, California, won the 250cc B race, 
which had appeared to be the property of 
California's Jesse Ketcham - right up until 
the last lap, when he dropped it. Fator's 
Motorcycles’ Laughridge was the prima- 
ry beneficiary, taking over the lead and 
laughing all the way to the finish with a 


























comfy gap on North Carolina's Daniel 
Tesh and California's Kevin Townsend. 

DH Cycles' Ketcham got it right in 
the 125cc B/Intermediate division later 
in the day, however, keeping it on two 
wheels and out front from wire to wire. 
Laughridge charged up from a fifth- 
place start to close to within five sec- 
onds of Ketcham at the checkers. Cali- 
fornia's Brandon Milstead was third. : 

Dusty Fountain of Grand Prairie, 
Texas, turned out to be the most suc- 
cessful rider of the weekend, making 
hay in the C/Novice divisions. Arling- 
ton Suzuki/Reynard Modifications’ 
Fountain led every lap of both the 125 
and 250cc C classes. Filling out the podi- 
um in the 250cc C class was California's 
R.K. Field and Georgia's Josh Askew, 
while Oregon's Marc Miller-Jones and 
South Carolina's Zachary Miller went 2- 
3 in 125cc С. 

Finally, in the "experience and treach- 
ery” divisions, Clawson Motorsports / Pro 
Circuit/O’Neal/ One Industries’ Jeff Pes- 
tana of Marina, California, claimed a rela- 
tively easy victory in the Over 30 Vet 
class, ahead of Idaho’s Chaun McAlister 
and California’s Jon Zahrt, who clawed 
his way back to the podium after crashing 
spectacularly while leading on the third 
lap. RG3/Sinisalo/Bel-Ray’s Pete Murray 
of California romped all over the Over 40 
Senior division, with Iowa's Rick Munson 
and former national star Kenny Zahrt of 
California running unopposed in second 
and third.

Series, held at Starwest Cycle Park, saw 
Yamaha-mounted future superstar Billy 
Laninovich turn in lap times compara- 
ble to those of the Pros in his domina- 

tion of the 125cc Intermediate class. 
When the gate dropped for the first 
moto, Laninovich absconded with the 
holeshot, ahead of Mark Valcore, Chad 
Frank and Brandon Prochnavy. Lani- 


novich wasted little time in separating: 


himself from the pack, and by lap two 
he had put 10 seconds on Valcore, who 
was now fending off Prochnavy and 
Josh Tupa. Laninovich didn't let up 
throughout the moto and started work- 
ing his way through the Pro class, and 
ended up taking the win with a com- 
manding 40-second lead. Prochnavy got 
around Valcore near the midway point 
to finish in second place. Tupa took 
third, followed by Eric Meyer and Brent 
Gilliam. 

Meyer led the pack out of the first 
turn in moto two. Frank and Prochnavy 
ran second and third, with Laninovich 
in seventh. After a lap it was Meyer, 
Prochnavy and Laninovich holding 
down the top three positions, but that 
quickly changed when Laninovich went 
down. 

“I got a horrible start when my bike 
bogged on the gate," said Laninovich. 
"Then I came into a corner and my front 
end washed out and I crashed on the 
second lap." 

Laninovich was back under way in 
IOth place as Prochnavy, Meyer and 
Tim Weigand argued over the lead. 
Weigand finally passed Prochnavy for 
the lead with six of 12 laps completed, 
and Laninovich overtook Meyer for 
third at about the same time. Laninovich 
went underneath Prochnavy a lap later 
to move into second place and then 
sailed past Weigand shortly thereafter to 
run out front. 

The last few circuits of the dusty 
track were all Laninovich's, as he 
motored away for a sweep of the class. 

"| wasn't sure if I was going to be 
able to catch up," said the NCY/IMS/ 
Burger King/Dunlop/Troy Lee De- 
signs/Enzo/ Alpinestars /Wise-co/ZLT- 
backed Laninovich. "I just calmed down 
and went out there and passed them all 
and pulled away." 

Weigand's fine runner-up perfor- 
mance in the second moto gave him 
third overall behind the 2-3 of 


Prochnavy. Tupa went 3-5 for fourth, 
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with Meyer rounding out the top five on 
a 4-6 day. 

It was the Team SplitFire/1-800- 
COLLECT /Pro Circuit-backed KX125 
with Billy Payne aboard that led the first 
125cc Pro moto. Christopher Gosselaar 
gated in second place but crashed on lap 
one, handing the position over to Jere- 
my Chaussee. Payne had five seconds 
on Michael Young, who had slipped 


past Chaussee at the halfway point. 


Payne went uncontested for the remain- 
der of the moto for the win. Young fin- 
ished second, with Chaussee a close 
third over Gosselaar, Dusty Walters and 
Gerrit Ordelman. 

Payne and Gosselaar went at it for 
the lead right from the drop of the gate 
in round two. The lead went back and 
forth until Gosselaar made a pass stick 
coming down the front straight in front 
of the grandstands on lap three. Gosse- 
laar put a few seconds on Payne, who 
had the same gap on Young and Walters 
as they started to encounter heavy 
lapped traffic in the form of the Interme- 
diate class. 

Young was all over Payne, and the 
two of them nearly caught Gosselaar 
during the final few laps. Payne's sec- 
ond-place finish earned him the first- 
place cash, over Gosselaar. 

"There was, like, 10 Intermediates we 
were lapping, and it was so hard to get 
around them, and one of them just came 
into a corner and T-boned my foot," 
said Gosselaar, while nursing the injury 
with a bag of ice. "It is killing me right 
now. I couldn't ride the last three laps 
because it was hurting so bad." 











Young finished a close third and fig- 
ured he might have improved on that 
position if it hadn't been for all the traf- 
fic.

moto both times out for a pair of overall 
victories. 

Zach Scari scared up the holeshot in 
both 250cc Novice motos aboard his 
Ү2400, but in the end it was KX250 pilot 
Jason Larson with the overall by way of 
his 2-1 score. Andy Bakken picked up 
the first-moto win but couldn’t find a 
way around Alvino Garcia the second 
time out and had to settle for second 
overall with 1-3 finishes. см

16-19 
e made.it look so easy you'd 
almost swear he planned it this 
way. 

Matt Hines, who trailed Team Win- 
ston's Angelle Seeling in the NHRA Pro 
Stock Bike points standings for the first 
10 races of the 1999 season, reclaimed the 
lead in one fell swoop with a dominating 
performance at the True Value Keystone 
Nationals in Reading, Pennsylvania. 

Hines, who was once so far behind 
Seeling that he admittedly gave up hope 
of defending his title, eradicated Seel- 


. ing's 77-point lead in the standings by 


setting the new NHRA elapsed-time 
record with a 7.188 and winning his 
third race of the season. After his recent 
win at NHRA's biggest event, the U.S. 
Nationals in Indianapolis, and Seeling's 
early departure in Reading, Hines now 
leads the points chase by just four 
points, with three events remaining. 

With 20 points available to any pro- 
fessional competitor who can set an 
NHRA elapsed-time record, Hines knew 
that the record was as valuable as a 
round win, and he was determined to 
get it in Reading. 

^We wanted to come in here with the 
fastest bike and set the record, and then 
try to go a round or two further than 
Angelle,” Hines said shortly after beating 
Dave Schultz's Sunoco Suzuki in the final 
round. "We accomplished all those goals 
this weekend. We did everything that we 
wanted to do, and more. All year, I've 
been saying that I was going to set the 
record here, because I knew this track 
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was fast, and as long as the weather 
cooperated, we had the power to do it." 

Early in qualifying, Hines matched 
Seeling's existing elapsed-time record 
with a 7.212-second run, but his next 
attempt to better ‘the mark was unsuc- 
cessful, as his Vance & Hines Eagle One 
Suzuki rolled out of the starting-line 
timing beams, slowing his performance 
considerably. 

“That would have been a killer run,” 
Hines said, "maybe even as quick as a 
7.15 or 7.16, but I rolled the beams. The 
only good thing was that it told us we 
had enough power to set the record later 
in the race." 

Hines didn't disappoint in the fourth 
and final qualifying run of the weekend, 
as he became the first Pro Stock Bike 
rider to post a sub-7.2-second time, with 
a 7.188, securing the record. With the 
national record and the 20-point bonus 
safely in the bank, Hines rolled through 
the quick 16-bike field on Sunday with 
relative ease. 

He powered past the surprising 
Wells Cargo Kawasaki ZX-7 of 19-year- 
old Blaine Hale in round one with a 
7.26, and posted the quickest pass of 
eliminations in the second with a 7.22 to 
defeat Craig Treble, the recent winner of 
the Brainerd event, who slowed to a 
7.37. In that same round, Hines began to 
make his move in the points race, after 
Seeling red-lighted against Tony 
Mullen's Team 23 Suzuki. 

"That was the exact same thing that 
happened to me earlier this year in Dal- 
las," Seeling said, referring to her foul in 
the final of the Castrol Nationals in 
April. "I said after Dallas that I would 








never do that again, and then I went and 
did it again. It was just a situation where 
I was trying to push the light. (Team 
owner George Bryce) made a couple of 
adjustments to the bike, and I wanted to 
push the light as much as possible. 

"The Winston championship is still 
up for grabs at this point. I look at it like 
we're starting over. It's the beginning of 
the season again, and we're going back 
to work. We've got to concentrate on 
winning rounds, and we can still win 
this thing." 

After her defeat, Seeling engaged in a 
battle of words with fellow Pro Stock 
Bike rider Steve Johnson. Following his 
second-round win over John Smith, John- 
son was quoted in an interview as saying 
that he was glad Seeling had lost 
because, in his words, "We are all embar- 
rassed that a girl is leading the points." 

Already frustrated by the loss, an 
enraged Seeling wasted no time in 
responding, issuing a press release that 
stated her position. 

"| heard the Steve Johnson said that 
it was embarrassing for a girl to be lead- 
ing the points," Seeling said. "And this 
is from the president of (NHRA Pro 
Stock Bike riders organization) Pro2. 
Well, Гуе got news for Steve. This thing 
isn't over by any means. I don't have to 
worry about Steve Johnson, because he 
isn't even in the points." 

For once, Johnson allowed his actions 
to speak for him, as he advanced to the 
semifinals for the third time this season. 
After qualifying his Ward Performance 
Suzuki in the fifth spot with a career- 


best 7.31, Johnson downed Fred. 


Camarena and Smith, but couldn't get 











around Hines, who took a one-sided 
7.24-to-7.38 victory in the semis. 

With Seeling on the sidelines, Schultz 
had little trouble reaching his fourth 
final round of the season. The sport's 
most successful two-wheel racer, who 
has turned in some of the best perfor- 
mances of his career in Reading, put in 
the best run of his career in qualifying, 
with a 7.26. Schultz maintained a steady 
pace on race day with a 7.27 win over 
Brian Ayers in round one, a 7.31 against 
Gary Tonglet in the second, and a 7.31 
opposite Mullen in the semis. Even if 
Seeling had made it to the semis,

Schultz believed he had the perfor- 
mance to outrun her. 

"Right now, I believe I can run as 
quick as Angelle," said Schultz, who 
began to regain his championship form 
after leasing an engine from Byron 
Hines' Freedom Motorsports team in 
June. "I'm already quicker than she is in 
the second half of the track. I just need 
to get quicker in the first 60 feet." 

Schultz admitted that he didn't have 
much for Hines in Reading, and the final- 
round numbers, 7.25 for Hines to a 7.29 
for the Sunoco rider, prove him right. 

"I couldn't catch Matt today," 
Schultz said. "We were pretty conserva- 
tive all weekend, but we decided to get 
after it in the final because we had noth- 
ing to lose. I changed gears, the clutch, 
the fuel curve, and even the balance of 
the bike, but it wasn't enough." 

Now that he has qualified on the pole 
at the last seven races, and won the last 
two convincingly, Hines believes he can 
extend his points lead and win his third 
straight championship, but he knows 
the battle is far from over. 

“We want to set the record a couple 
more times this year, because a four- 
point lead isn't a whole lot," Hines said. 
"| got so far behind Angelle at midsea- 
son that I started to think it was over, 
but any time уби have the fastest bike, it 
helps your confidence. If I can hold on 
and win the championship, that would 
be incredible." CN

DANVILLE, VA, SEPT. 19 

TM's Kelly Smith came to Birch 
Creek with one goal in mind: an 
utter sweep of round two of the 
AMA Eastern Four-Stroke National 
Series. Smith lived up to his own expec- 
tations. Backed by Sunstar, WP Suspen- 
sion, Shell, Tsubaki, Michelin, Flex 
Band, K-Style and the KTM factory, 
Smith rode his potent new KTM 520 to 
two flawless moto wins to capture the 
overall victory and add to his series 
points lead. 

The only time Smith was even pres- 
sured was in the first moto, when Team 
Moto Planet/FMF /Boyesen-backed 
Robbie Horton turned the wick up late 
in the moto and cut Smith's then-17-sec- 
ond lead down to about five seconds by 
the fall of the flag. 

Local favorites Kevin Walker and Jim 
Neese were both on hand, but Walker 
was riding injured and could only man- 
age to hover near Smith's pace as he 
backed up his first-moto third-place ride 
with a second-place performance in 
moto two, about six seconds behind 
Smith. Neese, on the other hand, found 
himself having to fight his way through 
traffic in moto one and was held back to 
a fourth-place finish, but he was able to 
pick it up a notch in moto two and run 
to a third-place showing.

Pennsylvania's David Kratz showed 
up with his Husqvarna/Rossini Racing 
Products-backed Husky and found him- 
self battling with Texan Todd Downs. In 
the end, Kratz just edged out Downs for 
the fifth-overall position. 

In moto one, David Kratz blasted his 
Montgomeryville Cycles/Boyesen- 
backed Husqvarna to the front of the 
field to lead a healthy and determined 
class of fire-breathing four-strokes 
around the perfectly groomed Birch 
Creek circuit. Heavy favorite Walker 
put his Crossroad Cycles/Duncan Rac- 
ing-prepared YZ400F right on Kratz's 
rear fender, while Michigan's Smith 
slipped out a little wide in turn one and 
pulled back into the fray in third - which 
was as far back as Smith would go 
throughout the day. Smith had no time 
to play around, because Horton - who is 
contesting the Four-Stroke Nationals 
this year and is blazing fast on the big- 
bore - was tucked in close on Smith's 
tail. Triad Powersports' Yamaha-mount- 
ed Neese was also already putting pres- 
sure on Horton. 

As the field worked its way around 
the long, winding circuit, Smith worked 
his KTM past Walker and Kratz before 
the first lap was over, and for all intents 
and purposes, he was gone. Kratz made 
a strong effort to keep Horton and 
Walker at bay, but it was just a matter 
of time before the pair worked past. 





Horton was obviously hungry to catch 
up to Smith, but Smith had built an 
unbelievable lead in just a few laps, so 
once Horton was past Walker, he 
kicked in the afterburners in an effort to 
catch the leader - but Horton was short 
on time. 

When Smith passed under the 
checkered flag, Horton was just a scant 
five seconds behind, crossing over the 
line in second after putting in one heck 
of a ride. Walker managed to keep 
third, while Neese came in fourth. 
Series contender Todd Downs from 
Corpus Christi, Texas, was making due 
with a borrowed bike after his 7 
busted a rod through the bottom of the 
engine during Saturday's Amateur pro- 
gram, and he was obviously under- 
powered compared to the rest of the 
field, though he was able to pilot his 
fill-in YZ to a very impressive fifth 
place. 

With the exception of the start, when 
Walker nailed down one of his patented 
holeshots, the second moto was an all- 
Smith affair. Smith took over the lead 
before the pack had ridden a full lap, 
and that was all she wrote. Walker 
stayed close to Smith, but it was all he 
could do to keep his battered body at 
race speed, and he eventually gave up 
about six or seven seconds to Smith by 
moto's end. Neese, on the other hand, 
had gated quite a bit better in moto two, 


and he kept the pressure on Walker for 
the entire moto but could just never 
seem to pick a good spot to pass and 
make it stick. Neese settled for third and 
made the podium. 

Horton was the biggest surprise in 
moto two; he just did not find his 
groove, and he rode around in fourth 
for most of the moto at a very un-Hor- 
ton-like pace. Kratz was not going to 
pass up a chance to make good after 
slipping in moto one, and he came up 
and put a pass on Horton to take fourth 
at the checkered flag. Kratz's strong sec- 
ond-moto ride was just what he needed 
to knock Downs out of the top five over- 
all on the day and pick up a little more 
cash. Downs slipped back to an eighth- 
place ride in moto two but still nabbed 
sixth overall, over Bill Finch and local 
ace Alan Alford. CN

ripped it up at the fifth annual Pro 

Challenge, presented by Tommy's 
Cycle Supply and Bridgestone at Swan 
Cycle-Park in East Texas, and sponsored 
by North Texas Yamaha, Superfast 
Fuels, Honda of Houston, and Plano 
Honda. The Oklahoman enjoyed the 
biggest bulk of the $20,000 Pro booty, 
beating out returning champion Mike 
Brown from Tennessee, who joined Rey- 
nard on the podium in all four 125 and 
250cc motos with three second-place fin- 
ishes and one third-place finish. The 
only rider to oust Brown out of a fourth 
second-place finish was Brad Woolsey 
of Burleson, Texas, who finished second 
in the final 250cc Pro moto. 

The first 125cc moto kicked off at 
high noon with 16-year-old rookie 
Chase Reed leading the 34-rider gate 
down the start, tripling his way into the 

arly whoop section out of turn three. 

“I actually thought everyone else was 
tripling through this section, as I saw 
them do it in practice," said Reed. "I 
didn't want anyone else to get the edge 
on me through that section, so I just put it 
in my mind that I was going to do it, and 
I was able to keep doing it consistently." 

Motorcycle Sales /СаќегрШаг Motors/ 
Axo-backed Brown gated second, with

Travis Elliott and Reynard Modifications- 
backed Reynard in full pursuit. It took 
two laps for Reynard to hunt down Reed. 

“I was a little slow coming out of the 
gate," said Reynard. “I think my bike is 
the best out there. I gotta hand it to my 
dad, as he stayed up all night working 
on it. I horsepowered Brownie (Mike 
Brown) down the straightaway and 
then, when Chase bobbled in the next 
section and switched across the track, I 
had a good drive and went right around 

Brown followed Reynard's lead and 
got around Reed for second, but Rey- 
nard was gone. 

"The lap before Robbie passed me, 1 
came up a little bit short on a jump and 
caught neutral coming up to the face, 
and. it knocked all the wind out of me,” 
said Reed. "It sent an enormous pain 
into my throat and chest and almost 
made me want to pull over and quit, but 
I hung in there. Mike and Robbie are 
just tremendous riders, and I've got a 
while before I can be up there with 
them... but I will be someday." 

Reed absconded with the holeshot in 
the second 125cc moto as well. This 





Fifth annual Pro Challenge 
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time, Reynard and Ivan Tedesco were in 
the hunt. Reed led the way once again 
through the whoops into the first wood- 
ed downhill section, but when they 
emerged, Reed was back in fourth and 
Reynard was in the lead. 

"Robbie caught me in the corner at 
the bottom of the first downhill," said 
Reed. "I was on the very outside and he 
hit me coming into the turn. I went off 
the track, which allowed them (Reynard, 
Brown and Tedesco) to get around me.” 

Reed charged after the front three, 
reeling in Tedesco two laps later, but 
then he had another setback. 

“I got up to Ivan and passed him, but 


then I stalled my bike in the next lap 


and after that I just started making mis- 
takes," Reed admitted. "These guys are 
way more experienced than me and 
know how to ride in the more heated 
battles. I thought I could hold up under 
the pressure, but I just kind of folded in 
that last moto." 

Tedesco went down in the big bowl 
sweeper at the bottom of jump eight. 

“I got a third-place start and then 
went into second when Reed went off 
the track," said Tedesco. "Then Brown 
got by me and I made a mistake and 
Reed passed me. After I passed Reed 
back, Paul Currie caught me and 
knocked me down. When I had just got 
back up, Derek Gerdes hit me and I 
went down again. After that, I just rode 
to have fun, as they were long gone." 

In the first 250cc Pro moto, 37-year- 
old Guy Cooper put his KTM in front of 
Reynard, Grayson Goodman and 
Brown. Reynard caught Cooper in short 
order, with Brown tagging up with 
Goodman before the whoops for third. 

“1 was on a 300MXC, which is a cross 
country bike, but it's got a lot of power," 
said Cooper. "I was doing everything I 
could to keep Robbie behind me, but he 
is really calculated and smart, and he 
got me on the inside. Then Brown got by 
me." 

With Reynard out front, Brown held 
down second in peace, with Cooper 
holding on to third for all but the final 
three laps of the race. 

Keith Johnson passed several riders 
after a less-than-stellar start, finishing 
the first lap in sixth. He passed Travis 
Hodges on lap three for fifth. It took 
another two laps before Johnson could 
power by Goodman for fourth. Then 
Johnson played cat-and-mouse with 
Cooper for five laps. 

“I didn't get the jump out of the gate 
I wanted,” said Keith Johnson. "Good- 
man was on the inside of me and he 
came out and slid into me, so I had no 
place to go... Then I got behind Guy and 
he started messing with me... I don't 
remember where I made my final pass 
on him; I was just happy to get by him! 
Guy's just good, and he's smart." 

North Texas Yamaha's Mark Thomp- 
son blew the doors off the second 250cc 
start, taking a sweet holeshot, with 
Donovan Mitchell at his back door and 
Reynard nowhere in sight. 

"| didn't get the start quite as good as 
[ have in my other motos," said Rey- 
nard, "and I had to work my way up." 

In the meantime, Mitchell made the 
pass on Thompson for the lead. Brown 
was bulldozing his way toward the 
front, but just before the end of the first 
lap, he went down. 

"| got an okay start and came around

to the finish-line turn and slid out,” said 
Brown. “I slacked off a bit but got back 
up in the pack.” 

Brown remounted out of the top 10 
and charged his way into fifth by the 
start of lap three. 

Reynard passed Mitchell on lap two 
and put it on cruise control shortly after 
that when Mitchell fell in the left-hander 
after jump three going up into the 
wooded switchbacks. Mitchell remount- 
ed in ninth but immediately got back 
into the race. 

Brad Woolsey moved into second 
when Mitchell went down, and 
remained there to the finish. 

"| kinda got pushed out off the start," 
said Woolsey. “But the way this track is, 
you can't tell until you get out on the 
course what position you are really in. 1 
thought I picked out some good lines in 
the hot lap and used them, and then, 
when a couple of guys went down, they 
gave their spots (away). After that, I 
started to pace myself. I felt really good. 
I missed practice this morning when my 
crank seal went out, so I had to learn the 
track in the first moto." см

Wear and Husqvarna, Nick Wey roost- 
ed the 41-rider field of the 125cc Pro Am 
division, winning both motos. Wey also 
won the 250cc Pro Am division, going 1- 
3. The event was combined with the 
amateur classes, making for a total of 
650 riders. 

Kelly Smith took the first Four-Stroke 
moto holeshot, with Jim Neese second, 
Brad Jerominski third, Matt Crown 
fourth, and Jay Wagner fifth. Smith 
wowed the crowd by doing LaRocco's 
Leap. With the gusty winds, it was a 
tricky maneuver, which would affect the 
outcome of the this moto for Smith. At 
the end of the first lap, 5mith had a 15- 
bike lead over Neese, Jerominski was 
under attack by Jay Wagner, who was 
now fourth, and Crown and Nate 
Eslinger were fighting for fifth. Mark 
Burkhart was in 10th. 

Burkhart broke into the top six by lap 
four. Jerominski was being hounded by 
Wagner, Crown, Burkhart and Richard 
Watson. Burkhart sliced his way past 
Crown in the Valley. Wagner and

Just past halfway, Smith came up 
short on the 120-foot LaRocco's Leap, 
knocking off his carb upon impact. A 
shocked but energized Neese roosted by 
the silent KTM for the lead. Smith tried 
to reboot the carb, but in vain. 

Burkhart got by a tiring Jerominski 
for second. 

At the checkers, it was Neese, with 
Burkhart never giving up and taking 
second. Wagner got by Jerominski in the 
closing stages for third. 

Smith took the second-moto holeshot, 
overpowering the Yamaha of Wagner 
going into the second corner. Burkhart 
gated much better in third, with Neese 
fourth. Wagner made an error in the 
switchbacks, almost losing the front end 
of the thumper, and giving up two posi- 
tions to Burkhart and Neese. The front- 
running trio ran in that order for the 
remainder of the moto. Wagner, in fourth, 
held Charlie Dagner, Crown, Jerominski, 
Watson and Todd Downs at bay. 

Smith took the checkers with a nice 
clicker over the new finish-line tabletop 
jump. Burkhart and Neese cruised in for 
second and third. Watson and Downs 
diced to the checkers, with Watson tak- 
ing fourth. Downs rounded out the top 
five. 

Third overall went to Wagner. Neese 
took second overall, and Burkhart took 
the Four-Stroke crown. 

In the first 125cc A Pro Sport moto, 
Burkhart ripped around the first corner, 
but Matt Maximoff pinned it the longest 
into the right-hand sand-bermed corner, 
taking over the holeshot honors, with 
John Grewe third, Smith fourth and 
Wey fifth. 

Maximoff continued to set the fast 
pace, with Smith working up to second 
and Wey in third. Grewe, the elder 
statesman, fell victim to the young 





chargers and was now under fire from 
Joshua Woods for fourth. Woods over- 
powered Grewe coming up the rough 
Monza wall.

Smith tried to take 
the inside line but Wey closed the door 
and held the lead to the finish. Smith 
was second. Maximoff was 20 seconds 
back in third, with Woods on his rear 
fender for fourth. 
Grewe came in fifth. 

The second-moto 
holeshot went to Maxi- 
moff, with Wey, Grewe, 
Tom Hoffmaster and 
Smith giving chase. 
Smith went at Hoffmas- 
ter in the sand switch- 
back corner, taking over 
fourth.. Smith then 
passed Grewe. At the 
end of the first lap, Max- 
imoff was holding off 
Wey for the lead, Smith 
was in third, Grewe was 
fourth, and Woods had 
passed | Hoffmaster. 
Dave Oettel, John Pen- 
rod, Tom Barron and 
Jason McDonald round- 
ed out the top 10. 

Wey pounced on 
Maximoff for the lead at the completion 
of the second lap. But Maximoff came 
right back, taking back the lead over the 
finish line with a harder drive from the 
outside berm. Wey retook the lead in the 
starting-line left-hand berm, shutting off 
Maximoff’s line and drive exiting the 
corner, and then proceeded to check out. 

Maximoff now had to fend off Smith 
and Woods, the trio coming through the 
finish line at halfway side by side and 
laying it out. Smith and Woods sent 
Maximoff back to fourth. Woods set up 
Smith in the Valley Triples by doing the 
full leap, while Smith went double/sin- 
gle. This gave Woods the inside line and 
the drive for the Classic Trailers Double 
Pipe Jumps, and he overpowered the 
KTM rider for second. 

Wey came in for the win, with 
Woods second. Smith was third. Maxi- 
moff was fourth, and Hoffmaster sal- 
vaged fifth. 

In the 250cc Pro Sport class, Ben Rid- 
dle ripped the holeshot. Wey was sec- 
ond, with Neese third. Woods and Jeff 
Gibson, both on Team Green support 
rides, were fourth and fifth. Riddle 
pushed his KX to the limits throughout 
the opening stages of the moto, riding 
with great speed and timing. 

By the third lap, Wey had had 
enough of Riddle's roost, and he cut the 
inside-line berm on the approach of 
LaRocco's Leap, cutting off Riddle's out- 











side line that he needed to make the big 
jump. At the halfway mark of the 20- 
minute moto, Wey was out in front and 
cruising with a three-second advantage, 
with Riddle continuing to set a fast pace 
in second. Neese was being pressured 
by Woods, with great racing action for 
fifth between Gibson, Hoffmaster, Wat- 
son, Downs and McDonald. Woods out- 
powered Neese coming out of the 
LaRocco corner and heading for the 
dropaway downhill section. The finish- 
ing order at the checkers for the opening 
moto was Wey; Riddle, Woods and 
Neese. Gibson held true for fifth. 

In the second moto, Riddle again had 
the quickest throttle around the first cor- 
ner, with Gibson, John Kidd, Oettel and 
Woods on his heels. Riddle's lead was 
short-lived, as his Kawasaki's front end 
washed out in the switchback section. 
Riddle remounted well outside the top 
15, which gave the lead to Gibson for 
the first time on the weekend. Woods 
got by Oettel, making the running order 
after the first lap Gibson, Woods, Oettel, 
Neese, Kidd and Hoffmaster. Wey was 
still working his way through the pack 
after a terrible start and was already up 
to seventh. 

Woods was working on Gibson for 
the lead when his front end washed out 
in the freshly watered corner preceding 
the Classic Trailers Double Double Pipe 
Jumps. 

Riddle was still charging, and by

Stormin' 
Norman 
blows 'em 
away

TURLOCK, CA, SEPT. 19 
andy Norman stormed to the wins 
in both the 125 and 250cc Interme- 
diate classes at round two of the 
1999 GFI Racing Fall Series, held at Oat- 
field Raceway. More than 350 riders 
were greeted by a freshly redesigned, 
slightly less technical track. 

In the first 125cc Intermediate moto, 
Honda rider Turbo Reif grabbed the 
holeshot ahead of the 17-rider field, but 
Yamaha rider Steve Mertens and recent 
Loretta Lynn's Amateur National 
Champion Ryan Morais made their way 
by and opened up:a sizable gap up 
front, relegating Reif to third. NCY/ 
Axo/FMF/Wiseco rider Norman was 
near the back of the pack. 

The lead duo battled briefly and then 
Morais made his move, outjumping 
Mertens over the 65-foot tabletop to take 
the lead. However, on the third lap, 
Morais made an uncharacteristic mis- 
take, going down on the far right-hand 
turn. 

“It was pretty rough in that turn and 
my front end just washed out," Morais 
said. | 

Mertens took over the lead, with Reif 
tagging along. Morais remounted in 
third. KTM-mounted Billy Jurevich and 
Yamaha rider Mike Anderson gave 
chase in fourth and fifth. 

Norman was busy making his way 
up through the pack, and by the fourth 
lap he was seventh. 

Up front, Mertens went down in a 
tight right-hander. Morais, having 
already passed Reif, capitalized on the 
mistake, and he passed Mertens for the 
lead and the eventual win. Reif came up 
short on a triple and was sent tumbling; 
the fall loosened his carburetor, putting 
an end to his first moto. 

As the checkers waved, Morais took 
the win, followed by Mertens. Norman 
earned a respectable third, followed by 
Anderson and Kurt Long. 

Norman grabbed the holeshot in the 
second moto, but Morais quickly took 
over with a pass on the downhill sec- 
tion. Mertens also made his way around 
Norman for second, but Norman 
repassed Mertens on the back straight- 
away. Reif trailed in fourth, followed by 
Jurevich. The order remained unchang- 
ed until the last lap, when Morais, who 
seldom falls, again lost the front end in 
the same rough right-hander. Mertens 
made the pass, but Morais was up very 
quickly. The race for the checkers and 
the overall came down to the wire. As 
the duo came into the last left turn 
before the finish-line jump, they collid- 
ed. Although neither rider went down, 
the impact sent both riders off the track, 
and as they crossed the finish line side 
by side, they were not actually on the 
track. Apparently unaware of this fact, 
neither rider turned back around to 
cross the finish line. 

Meanwhile, Norman crossed the fin-

ish line in what he thought was third, 
followed by Reif and Jurevich. 

The final decision was that Mertens 
and Morais would be docked one posi- 
tion each, giving Norman the win, 
Mertens second and Morais third. The 
end result was a three-way tie, but Nor- 
man got the overall after being awarded 
the crucial second-moto win. 

“I was coming up the straightaway, 
and out of the corner of my eye I caught 
what happened between Mertens and 
Morais at the finish line," said a stunned 
but happy Norman. "I didn't think any- 
thing of it until someone told me what 
the final decision was, and then I real- 
ized I had gotten the overall." 

"| kind of rode across the outer edge 
of the finish line jump and thought it was 
good enough," said Morais. "Anyway, 1 
want to dedicate this weekend of racing 
to Freddy Welchers. (Welchers, a local 
Pro, was tragically killed recently in a 
bicycle accident.) He was a good friend." 

The 250cc Intermediate class got under 
way with Reif leading the way ahead of 
Doug Schmid, Norman, Ron DeJesus and 
Jurevich. The pack battled for positions, 
but Reif held his ground. Reif and Nor- 
man eventually pulled away from the 
pack as Honda-mounted Kenny Heess 
was making his way through the field. 
Heess passed Jurevich and DeJesus and 
set his sights on Schmid. The duo diced 
through the whoop section and Heess 
finally made the pass in the rhythm sec- 
tion, putting a lock on third. Schmid went 
down on the back section of the track, 
putting an end to his race. 

Meanwhile, Reif kept Norman a safe 
distance behind him and took the even- 
tual win. Heess took third, followed 
closely by Jurevich and Chris Loredo. 

"| had a good ride out there," the 
R&R Sportcenter / IMS/Fox/P]1-backed 
Reif said: "Norman was on me the first 
couple of laps, but I rode consistent and 
put a little distance between us." 

"| got a good start but made a few 
mistakes," Norman said. “I’m: looking 
forward to the next moto." 

In the second moto, Norman grabbed 
the all-important holeshot. Reif trailed 
closely. Both riders, knowing the win 
would determine the overall winner, set 
a blistering pace. As the duo came up 
the back straight, Reif was right on Nor- 
man's rear tire when he suddenly went 
down, remounting in seventh. Norman 
opened up a cushion over Heess, now in 
second. Reif rebounded quickly, though, 
and he quickly made his way up to 
fourth, behind Jurevich, but found the 
KTM rider difficult to pass. The two bat- 
tled for two laps until Reif made a gutsy 
move in a wide, high-banked right-han- 
der. As Jurevich went high, Reif stayed 
low and T-boned Jurevich at the exit of 
the turn. The move sent Jurevich to the 
ground, but Reif managed to stay up, 
setting out after Heess. Jurevich shook 
his head as Reif took off and remounted 
to make the best of the moto. 

Meanwhile, Norman had a lock on 
the lead. He took the checkers and 
another overall victory on the day. Reif 
made his way past Heess on the last lap 








for second. Jurevich rebounded for 
fourth, with Loredo once again round- 
ing out the top five. 

"| got the holeshot and Reif was 
hounding me," Norman said. “Не tried 
to cut under me on that far turn and I 
guess his front end tucked. I can't 
believe I overalled both motos today; it's 
great!" CN

MIDDLEBROOK, VA, SEPT. 19 
estled in the Blue Ridge mountains 
is the postcard-quality scenery of 
Stoneybroke, site of the 11th round 


- of the EBC/KBC/Pro Art Works/Tuck- 


er Rocky-sponsored Virginia Champi- 
onship Hare Scrambles Series. At the 8- 
mile track, riders enjoyed nearly perfect 
riding conditions. 

From atop the tall starting hill, the 
bikes on the line down below looked 
like bits of neon confetti, but it seemed 
like the AA class took only microsec- 
onds to crest the top of the hill after the 
green flag dropped. Motor Imports/ 
Answer-sponsored Kawasaki rider 
Daniel Morrison and FMF /Maire/ Val- 
ley Kawasaki-backed Stephen Edmond- 
son were glued together going into the 
woods, with Factory Connection-backed 
Yamaha rider Jason Greer and Honda 
rider George Greer charging right 
behind them. 

Morrison and Edmondson were 
fender to fender going into the second 
lap when Morrison slowed down for a 
lapped rider, allowing Edmondson to 
slide by. But before Edmondson could 
build a comfortable lead, his front tire 
slid out in a rocky turn. Morrison pulled 
around, and the two swapped the lead 
back and forth throughout the remain- 
der of the race. 

On the last lap, Edmondson came to 
a screeching halt behind a much slower 
lapped rider. On the brakes, Morrison 
bumped into Edmondson, knocking his 
front tire out of the groove and sending 
him down a hill. Morrison made the 
winning pass and took the overall, 
while Edmondson came in right behind 
him for second. Jason Greer was trying 
to catch the two leaders but found him- 
self airborne over the handlebars each 
lap while trying to get around lapped 
riders. Greer recovered from his acro- 
batics to take third. 

Valley Kawasaki-sponsored Tommy 
Reynolds took the holeshot in the 200cc 
A class. Both Cycleland-sponsored 





Husqvarna rider David White and D&D 
Cycle/CPMR Racing-backed Kawasaki 
rider Chad Parker made it around 
Reynolds near-the end of the first lap. 
White maneuvered around Parker when 
Parker's front tire missed a berm and 
sent him down onto the trail. White 
spent the last few laps putting some dis- 
tance between himself and Parker. 
White finished in first and Parker took 
second. Reynolds rode consistently to 
finish third. 

In the 250cc A class, Cycle Center- 
sponsored Kawasaki rider Wesley 
Moran and Powerride.com-backed 
Suzuki rider Travis Jones battled for the 
holeshot. Moran crashed on the first 
half-lap, allowing Jimmy Cycle 
Sales /Piedmont Chevrolet-sponsored 
Kawasaki rider Tony Deal to squeak by 
him. Moran recovered before Jones 
could pass him and was hot on Deal's 
trail going into the second lap. Deal fell 
off the pace, and Moran took control of 
the lead, with Jones right by him. The 
two came up on some lappers and 
Moran made a smooth pass around, but 
Jones got caught behind them. Moran 
increased his lead and took first. Mean- 
while, Honda rider David Ashley was 
gaining on Jones. In the last few hun- 
dred yards of the race, Ashley took an 
inside line that cut off Jones, and took 
over second place. Jones came in right 
on Ashley's fender for third. 

Wayne Cycle Shop-sponsored Honda 
rider Robert Wagner ran the first lap in 
the lead of the Four-Stroke A class. 
Despite having "tires that looked like 
someone put a knife to the knobbies," 
Bruce's Suspension-backed Yamaha 
rider Glen Holcomb latched onto Wagn- 
er's rear on the second lap. During the 
third lap, Holcomb took the lead by cut- 
ting through some shrubs to get around 
Wagner. Holcomb held on to first to the 
finish, with Wagner coming in second. 
Ricky Huffman came in third. ; 

Mark IV Yamaha rider Montie Orr 
took control of the Vet A class and never 
let it go. Orr was hammering it from the 
time he took the holeshot to the time he 
passed through the finish barrels in first. 
Silkolene-sponsored Kawasaki rider 
Danny Morrison worked his way 
through the pack to take control of sec- 
ond. By the end of the third lap, Suzuki 
rider Phillip Doyle was putting pressure 
on Morrison. On the last lap, Morrison 
tangled with a lapped rider, allowing 
Doyle to pass by and take second.

Jones escaped to fin- 
ish in first, with Cox right on his tail. 
Ridersville Cycle-sponsored Husqvarna 
rider Larry Adams took third. 

Honda rider Gene Greer grabbed the 
holeshot in the large, 18-rider Vet B 
class. Afraid that Sign Design/HRP 
Products-sponsored Kawasaki rider 
Mike Bakken was coming up behind 
him, Greer held the throttle wide open 
and found himself in first at the finish. 
Bakken came in second. KTM rider 
Christopher Main took third. 

Honda rider Wally Turfboer was 
ahead of the Senior B pack coming up 
the start hill. Turfboer held a consider- 
able lead, despite head-butting a tree 
during the first part of the race. On the 
fourth lap, Honda rider Bobby Wilt 
passed KTM rider Jeff Powelson in a 
mass of lapped riders, and then put 
pressure on Turfboer. The two freight- 





trained the course until Turfboer got 
crossed up and hugged a tree. Wilt 
swung out wide and made the winning 
pass. Turfboer came in second and Pow- 
elson took third. 

Kawasaki jockey Chris Cooper was 
the first Supermini rider into the woods. 
He rode a nearly flawless race and came 
through the barrels in first. Despite hav- 
ing no rear brakes, Cycleworld's Bryan 
Happle put in a great charge to take sec- 
ond. Kawasaki-mounted Chris Patton 
took third. 

In the Women's class, Havoline- 
sponsored Kawasaki rider Jessica Morri- 
son and Alpinestars-backed Kawasaki 
rider Christine Blake banged handlebars 
going into the first turn in the woods.

FALLON, NV, SEPT. 3 
t was a four-moto sweep for Team 
Green's Jeff Northrop at round six of 


the Nevada State Championship , 


Series, held at the Churchill County 
Fairgrounds. Northrop won the lion's 
share of the $3000 pro purse (courtesy of 








Jackpot Markets) by topping a diverse 
group of talented racers that included 
GP veteran Mike Healey and off-read 
racing star Shane Esposito. Contingen- 
cies from Big Valley Honda, Dune Lift, 
Mach 5, NMXD and many other spon- 
sors attracted hundreds of amateur rac- 
ers, and an enthusiastic crowd in the 
grandstands made the event a complete 
success. 

Nevada's Freddy Weichers abscond- 
ed with the holeshot in the first moto, 
with Mike Healey and Shane Esposito in 
tow and Justin Tiearney, Jeff Northrop, 
Zeb Armstrong, Brian Foster, Nathan 
Tiearney, Jesse Duncan, Jerrad Fisher, 
Justin Mastalka and Todd Davis giving 
chase. 

Healey put the hurt on the boys early 
on as he immediately passed Weichers 
and roosted away, quickly gapping the 
field. Weichers tried to keep Healey in 
sight, but he was also busy trying to 
fend off Tiearney. Northrop made an 
attempt to get by Tiearney and Esposito 
in one fell swoop, but couldn't make it 
stick, and, even worse, he went down in 
the process. Northrop was quickly back 
in the race but found himself eating 
backmarker dust. 

The most exciting racing in the early 
going was a heated battle for second 
between Weichers and Justin Tiearney. 
On one particularly intense charge 
through the whoops, both racers got out 
of control, as their feet simultaneously 
slipped off the footpegs just as Tiearney 
was about to pass. Both riders regained 
control seconds later, but not before 
Tiearney clipped a corner marker pole 
and had to pull off a miraculous save. 

At halfway, Healey was firmly in the 
lead. Weichers and Tiearney cooled 
their battle somewhat and clicked off 
the laps, content in their podium posi- 
tions. However, behind the leaders, 
Northrop was zipping through the pack. 
By the time the race was winding down, 
Northrop was introducing his front tire 
to Tiearney. Just a few turns later, 
Northrop dispatched Tiearney, and on 
the following lap Weichers also fell prey 
to the speedy Californian. Before the 
end, a late-charging Armstrong also 
passed Tiearney. 

In the final laps, Healey realized the 
kid was making up ground fast, but he 
was unable to muster any extra speed.

Just as the riders entered 
the woods, Thiele went down and Nes- 
bitt took over the lead. 

Nesbitt quickly opened a small gap 
on his pursuers, and at the end of the 
first of five laps he held a lead of 15 sec- 
onds over Thiele and Forrester. KTM- 
mounted Mike Windmann.held fourth 
another 12 seconds back, with Dwight 
Maggard an additional 14 seconds back 
on his YZ400. 

Throughout lap two, Nesbitt seemed 
to be in control and looked strong while 
leading. However, late on the second 
lap, Nesbitt started to have rear-brake 
problems, but he still managed to hold a 
lead of 10 seconds over Kawasaki rider 
Thiele, while Forrester stayed glued to 
Thiele's rear fender. 

As Nesbitt's brake problems wors- 
ened, Thiele made his bid for the lead. 
However, Forrester was also making a 
run at the lead position. 

“We were going down this big creek 
bed and I was setting Nesbitt up for a 
pass. around the outside," Thiele 
explained later. “Then Brandon went 
past both of us even further outside, out 
in the big rocks. I couldn't believe it." 

Once in front, Forrester pulled away 
at an alarming rate. He completed the 
third circuit with a gap of 30 seconds on 
Thiele, who made a quick stop for a 
fresh pair of goggles. It was another 
complete minute before Nesbitt entered 
pit row to make repairs. Windmann, 
who was right behind Nesbitt, took over 
third, while Ryan Wuebbeling held off 
the charges of YZ400 riders Rusty Rey- 
naud and Allen Haynes to lead the A 
class and hold on to fourth overall. 

Forrester blistered the technical trail 
on his fourth lap, turning in a time iden- 
tical to his previous one, a 25:34. Thiele, 
though still putting time on the rest of 
the field, had nothing for the young 
Yamaha rider, and he dropped nearly 
another minute off the pace. 

"Brandon was unbelievable today," 
Thiele commented. ^I rode pretty good, 
but this track really took it out of me. I 
don't think I’ve ever been so worn out 
and beat up." 

Windmann completed the fourth lap 
2 1/2 minutes back from the leader, still 
holding a firm grip on the final podium 
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position. Wuebbeling had put some dis- 
tance on Haynes, and Reynaud dropped 
out of contention after lap four with а 
flat tire. 

Despite hitting the ground a couple 
of times on the final lap, Forrester held 
tough, and when the final lap was com- 
plete, he had won by a minute and 21 
seconds. 

"That last lap took forever," Forrester 
said. "I was so happy when it was over." 

Thiele's runner-up finish gives him 
the number-two plate for the 2000 sea- 
son, one position better than last year. 
Windmann negotiated the brutal condi- 
tions the final time around to finish in 
third. Wuebbeling finished a season- 
high fourth overall and won the A class. 
In his first appearance of the season, 
Haynes rounded out the top five, ahead 
of a dejected Nesbitt. CN

Round two of Racing Enterprises Motorsports' 
AMP Research/RK Chain-sponsored Glen 
Helen Saturday Motocross series saw former 
factory pilot Rich Eierstedt take control of the 
points chase in the Over 40 Masters division, 
posting two runaway moto wins en route to the 
overall victory on the day. 

At the start of moto one, Honda CR250 pilot 
Jeff Surwall took the holeshot.

When the 
racers cleared the scoring section for the first 
time, the top five positions were filled out by 
past National Champion Gary Jones and 
Kawasaki-mounted Brent Wallingsford. 

Former Canadian National Champion Sur- 
wall showed blinding, speed on the first lap and 
opened up a two-second advantage on Eierstedt. 
Wallingsford went around Jones on lap two and 
was soon hounding Lawson for third. After a 
few laps, Eierstedt began to reel in Surwall. Just 
before halfway, Eierstedt passed Surwall in the 
back canyon section to take over the lead. 

Meanwhile, Lawson was managing to keep 
Wallingsford behind him, though now the two 
riders were separated by less than two bike 
lengths. 

Surwall appeared to be experiencing, difficul- 
ties with his machine, and he dropped off the pace 
dramatically. Lawson and Wallingsford each 
moved up a position. Jones now rode in fourth, 
and hard-charging Yamaha rider Willie Amaradio 
moved up to fifth. With clear track in front of him, 
Eierstedt was in control of the moto, and he con- 
tinued to separate himself from the pack. 

With two laps to go, Wallingsford was final- 
ly able to slide by Lawson to take over second. 
Eierstedt continued strong all the way to the 
checkered flag, and he enjoyed a 15-second lead 
at the end. Wallingsford came in second, while 
Lawson finished up in third. Jones finished 
fourth, and Amaradio's super ride after a bad 
start earned him fifth. 

When moto two left the line, Eierstedt 
grabbed a clean holeshot. Wallingsford gated 
much better this time, in second. Jones held 
down third, while Amaradio ran fourth. At the 
end of lap one, Jeff Kaplan had moved up to fill 
out the top five. Eierstedt simply checked out, 
setting a pace no one else in the class could 
match. By halfway, he was 10 seconds out front 
and cruising.

I didn't think 
there’d be very good passing on this track, but I 
got up to third from seventh, so I guess it's not 
so bad."

Umphres said, adding with a laugh, 
have to remember how to stay on the track." 

In the second moto, Willoh again led the 
pack through the holeshot turn.

Dyer the high flyer at 


Fernley Old-Timer National

After two days of grueling racing on the sandy 
Fernley track, Nevada Old-Timers' Tim Dyer 
had won each of the five Master A-class motos 
at round eight of the International Old-Timers 
Championship Series.

Riess steams to the overall

Johnson jousts to 
OTHG National win

HOLLISTER, CA, SEPT. 11-12 

Mark Johnson topped the Over 38 Novices at 
round four of the Over The Hill Gang National 
Series in Hollister. The event, sponsored by 
WulfSport, Motion Pro and Mutant Motor 
Sports, assembled all four chapters and more 
than 400 Vet racers of the OTHG. Racing condi- 
tions were ideal at the majestic track, which was 
spectacularly prepared by AW racing. The two- 
day, four-moto format provided for some out- 
standing racing, with Johnson, David Cooley 
and Mark Mitzel, who all hail from the Sierra 
chapter, taking the top three positions. 

The trio jousted throughout the weekend, 
swapping plastic and positions in each of the 
four motos. Going into the final moto of the 
event, Parts Unlimited-backed Johnson and Coo- 
ley were tied for the lead with eight points each. 
Mitzel was right on their heels with nine points. 
At the drop of the gate, Johnson quickly pushed 
his way into the lead and ran away from the 26- 
rider field for the victory and the overall with a 
1-3-4-1 score. After a midpack start, Cooley man- 
aged to work his way up to fifth, which was 
good enough to secure second overall with a 3-2- 
3-5 tally. Clawson Motor Sports-backed Mitzel 
saw his overall hopes fade when he and another 
rider tangled on the start, causing a spectacular 
pileup. Mitzel remounted in dead last and sliced 
through the.pack up to 14th place, salvaging 
third overall with a 2-1-6-14 score. 

James Holman grabbed the holeshot in three 
out of four tries on his Shock Therapy-backed CR. 
Holman led for much of the weekend, but his lack 
of endurance got the best of him late in the race. 
His consistent 7-6-7-6 tally secured fourth overall. 

In the hotly contested Expert class, San Jose 
Yamaha-mounted Frank Cornwall was top dog, 
besting the competition en route to a 1-3-2-2 for 
the overall victory, ahead of GP Sports-backed 
Greg, Albin and Greg Lepash.

THE VERDICT IS IN

Each tester was allowed to rate bikes in a tie, since all the candi- 
dates were so close.

turning ability, the KX’s handling, the YZ's easy-to-use engine 
and the CR’s suspension and build the ultimate 125cc motocross- 
er, but as everybody knows, it’s not a perfect world and there is 
only one overall winner, and in our shootout, a runner-up. The 
other three bikes were rated so closely together we didn't see the 
need to list even a second runner-up - just a winner and its 
fiercest competitor. 

The overall winner of the 2000 125cc Cycle News Shootout is the 
Suzuki. The RM garnered four first-place ratings out of seven test 
riders. It's not that the RM does everything better, it's just that our 
group of testers felt that it is the best all-around package. It came 
damn close to winning, our shootout last year, so it was not a big 
surprise. The refined engine and suspension adjustments were just 
enough to move the RM onto the throne this year. 

Only one rider chose the runner-up bike as, his favorite, 
which was the CR125. That goes to show just how close the con-

test for second place really was. The Honda came a long way 
over a year, and even though the Yamaha, KTM and Kawasaki 
are right behind it (in no particular order), the CR is plain and 
simple the second-best package. Coincidentally, the YZ received 
two first-place votes, but didn't rate quite as well with the other 
five riders. 

If the thought of purchasing a Suzuki makes you ill, then you 
can always get the Honda. If for some reason riding red does not 
tickle your fancy, then your next choice is pretty much up in the 
air. Some might call only choosing the top two a cop-out, but we 
call it reality - the others are simply too close to call. The bottom 
line is that if you purchase one of the other three, overall you'll be 
at no disadvantage to the YZ-, KX-, and SX-mounted guys on the 
starting line with you. If they're in better shape or just faster, well, 
the СК ог ЕМ may not even.help, but they sure wouldn't hurt your 
chances.

he revelation hit me at 5:45 this 
T хот as 1 was hanging by my 

fingers outside a second-floor 
apartment window while dressed in full 
Thor moto gear: You can’t plan for 
everything. I certainly hadn’t planned to 
be imitating some sick mutation of Spi- 
derman and Damon Huffman in a 
predawn, quiet Pasadena neighborhood. 

Not that I’m incapable of the occa- 
sional elaborate plan; in fact, I’ve 
earned quite a reputation among family 
and friends for my convoluted 
schemes, and this weekend was a per- 
fect example. Anxious to pack the max- 
imum amount of fun into the two days, 
I had scheduled a seemingly impossible 
number of activities. Friday night was 
to be spent at a movie with my friend 
Forrest, while the bulk of Saturday 
would be devoted to apartment hunt- 
ing (admittedly not all that much fun), 
with that evening set aside for watch- 
ing the season’s final speedway race at 
the Orange County Fairgrounds with 
my friend Cliff.

It all started smoothly enough. For- 
rest and I took in a cool flick (American 
Beauty) at the cinema Friday evening, 
and I scoped out a few potential abodes 
Saturday morning while simultaneously 
listening to the adventures of Ishmael 
and the whale. Cliff then swung by in 
his motorhome to pick me and two of 
the test bikes up (Kit would ride the 
third to Devore), and Saturday evening 
was spent trying to keep roost out of my 
beer in the Cycle News speedway box. 
Afterward, while bombing out to 
Devore in Cliffy's Mobile Traveler, I was 
smug with how well my weekend plan

was running thus far. 

The plan showed its first signs of 
unraveling Sunday morning, when Cliff 
and I - still tired from the previous 
evening - overslept.

minute sprint to registration - where I 
deservedly caught more flack from ride 
organizer Larry Langley for not pre- 
entering a ride my employer was spon- 
soring - I hopped on the Honda and 
departed with friends.

For such a large group, the ride went 
fairly smoothly. Two mechanical prob- 
lems did crop up - the ATK lost a brake- 
pedal bolt, and Cliff's pilot jet fell out - 
but a bit of MacGuyvering had us near 
ride's finish only a little behind sched- 
ule. 

At this point, I was forced to alter the 
plan somewhat. Kit and I had been 
swapping the Honda and ATK back and 
forth, while Paul had spent the day on 
the DRS. Originally, I had intended to 
ride the big Honda to Pasadena, while 
Kit - who lives near the ride's route - 
would leave the course early and take 
the little Suzuki home. This, however, 
would mean having bossman Paul fin- 
ish the ride on the ATK, and after one 
look at his crash-related carnage on the 
DRS, I decided it best to limit his handi- 
work to just one test bike for the week- 
end.

Santana was cool, 
and as I contentedly drifted off on 
Greg's couch afterward (just eight hours 
ago as I write this), I congratulated 
myself on having actually improved my 
original masterpiece of a plan. Yes, there 
had been a few hitches, but the solution 
had been obvious - more planning. 

When the alarm sounded this morn- 
ing at 5:00, my sleepiness was assuaged 
by the fact that upon completing this 
final (and most simple) step of getting to 
work, my plan for the perfect weekend 
would be in the books as a success. | 
donned my moto gear, put a change of 
clothes in my backpack, then quietly 
locked the door behind me and marched 
downstairs to find the DR safely secured 
with a lock - Greg’s lock. |
